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MEMORIALS AND TABLETS AT THE MISSIONS HOUSE. 


A COMMITTEE of the Board of Managers, who were appointed some months 
ago to carry out the Board’s purposes concerning memorials, etc., reported at 
the last meeting that their duties had been performed, with the exceptions which 
will appear below. 

A contract has been given out for the erection of a cross on the central gable 
of the Church Missions House in memory of the Rev. Dr. Twing, the expense 
of which is to be covered by a special offering of $100 received definitely for this, 
and by other memorial offerings which came soon after his death. It is expected 
that it will be in place very soon. 

On either side of the altar on the chancel walls have been placed brass tab- 
lets, mounted on oak, in memory of the two Secretaries under the former 
regime who were longest in the service. These are inscribed as follows: 


This tablet is erected in loving memory of Alvi Tabor Twing Priest and Doctor 
who served nineteen years in connection with the Domestic Mission work of the 
Church. Secretary for Domestic Missions August 1866 to November 1882. Died 
November 11th 1882. ‘‘ Blessed are the dead who die in the Lord: for they rest from 
their labours.”

This tablet is erected in loving memory of Samuel Dexter Denison Priest and 
Doctor who served about thirty years in connection with the foreign mission work 
of the Church. Secretary for Foreign Missions 1853 to 1866 and 1868 to 1870. Hon- 
orary Secretary from 1870. Died September 3d A.D. 1880. ‘‘ Mark the perfect man 
and behold the right: for the end of that man is peace.” 

The first two large gifts which came for the present building were ordered 
by the Board of Managers to be commemorated by the following inscriptions, 
the one to be placed in the room back of the chapel and the other in the room 
of the Woman’s Auxiliary: 


The Edson Library. To the glory of God and in sacred memory of Marmont 
B. Edson one of the largest contributors to this building. A.D. 1894.

The Mary A. Edson Hall. To the glory of God and in sacred memory of Mary

In the main entrance hall has been installed a large brass plate mounted 
upon marble bearing the following inscription : 


The Church Missions House. Erected by contributions for the purpose of pro- 
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viding a home for The Domestic and Foreign Missionary Society of the Protestant 
Episcopal Church in the United States of America. Occupied January 1st A.D. 1894. 
Building Committee: Henry Codman Potter, D.D., LL.D., D.C.L., Bishop of New 
York, Chairman; John W. Brown, D.D., David H. Greer, D.D., Henry Y. Satter- 
lee, D.D., Benjamin Stark, William G. Low, William Bayard Cutting, William F. 
Nichols, D.D., William Neilson McVickar, D.D., Lemuel Coffin, D.D., Cornelius 
Vanderbilt, Julien T. Davies, J. Pierpont Morgan, William Spaight, Langford, 
D.D, General Secretary. Associated Architects Edward J. Neville Stent and Rob- 
ert W. Gibson. Contractors Robinson and Wallace. The cross on this building 
was erected in memory of the Rev. Alvi Tabor Twing, D.D., sometime Secretary of 
Domestic Missions. 

By the door of the Society’s office, in an oak frame, engraven on brass, is 
the list of the Secretaries who have served since the Society was fully organized 
in 1835, which reads as follows :

The foregoing tablets were all executed by Mr. Archibald D. Sawyer, suc- 
cessor to Mr, Edward J, N. Stent who designed the Church Missions House, 

Beyond this a contract has been entered into with Mr. Frederick Clarke 
Withers, architect, to erect by All Saints’ Day in the chapel an altar of quar- - 
tered oak in memory of the late General Secretary, the Rev. Dr.,Langford, the 
cost of which has been provided for by contributions from members of the 
Woman’s Auxiliary. ‘‘ The design is intended to be in keeping with the archi- 
tecture of the building; the front is divided into three bays separated by but- 
tresses terminating in carved pinnacles, the bay in the centre being filled with 
the Supper at Emmaus carved in high relief, and those on either side with 
traceried panelling richly ornamented.” In the two bays last mentioned the 
architect proposes that at some future time there shall be placed statuettes of 
the Evangelists, Manifestly the cost of these figures should be provided for 
only by members of the Auxiliary. The three bays in the reredos, it is also 
suggested by the architect, can be filled hereafter with appropriate designs in 
wood carving. Without any of these additions, however, the altar will be a 
complete and beautiful structure. 


A FAREWELL SERVICE AT THE MISSIONS HOUSE. 


On Friday morning, June 10th, at eleven o’clock, a service was held in the 
Chapel of the Missions House to bid God-speed to the Rey. Frans Edward Lund 
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and the Rey. Carl Frederik Lindstrom, departing for their posts in China, to 
which they recently had been appointed. ‘The service consisted of the celebra- 
tion of the Holy Communion by the Associate Seoretary, assisted by the Rey. 
Albert C. Bunn, u.p., formerly of the China mission, and the Rev. Edwin B. 
Rice. Prior to the address, the Associate Secretary referred briefly to the ap- 
propriateness of selecting the Rev. Dr. Bunn as the speaker for the occasion, 
since he had been a missionary physician at Wuchang, China, for several years, 
where the fruits of his labors are to-day plainly visible, and where these two 
brethren had resided as representatives of the China Inland Mission. 

The address then followed, which was not only beautiful in diction, logi- 
cally constructed, and eloquently delivered, but was also full of inspiring 
thoughts, calculated to leave upon the minds of the missionaries who were de- 
parting, as well as upon all who were gathered together on that occasion, an 
impression that would not easily be effaced. By particular request, Dr. Bunn 
furnished a copy of his address for publication. It will be found beyond. 

Mrs. Graves, wife of the Bishop of Shanghai, Mrs. Wm. J. Boone, widow 
of the late Bishop of China, and several clergymen, were in the congregation. 


THE MASSACRE IN SIERRA LEONE. 


THE sad news of the terrible massacre of the missionaries at Shaingay and 
Rotufunk at the hands of bloodthirsty and enraged savages has been made 
known widely by the public press. We are now able to publish the particulars. 
Last October, the society known as the United Brethren in Christ, whose head- 
quarters are at Dayton, Ohio, sent forth a missionary band of thirteen persons 
to labor in the wilds of Sierra Leone, on the west coast of Africa. On their 
arrival the missionaries took up their designated posts of duty in the heart of 
the colony and at once began the preaching of the Gospel among the natives. 
They found, however, certain conditions existing in that section of the country 
that not only caused a barrier to their progress, but also endangered the lives 
of the missionaries daring to undertake so hazardous a project among the savage, 
brutal Negroes of that vicinity. 

To the north of the village of Shengeh, a hamlet of about 400 natives of 
the Sherbro tribe, peacefully inclined and responsive to good influences, dwells 
the tribe of Timneh, a warlike, cannibalistic race, said to be absolutely imper- 
vious to civilization, and upon whom no impression has ever been made for 
good. ‘This tribe has for many years been bitterly opposed to the English and 
to the natives of the province who have snbmitted to the English Government. 
Time and again has this tribe broken out in hostile demonstrations, attacking 
neighboring villages and harassing the English troops of West India regiments 
and native police stationed there as a safeguard to the inhabitants. It appears 
that the Timnehs have an organization which they call the ‘‘ Pura” society, the 
same as that organized among the South Sea Islanders, known as the ‘‘ Taboo.” 
The object of this society is to resist all efforts at civilization among themselves, 
and the inflicting of death upon anyone attempting to wean them from their 
original customs. Whatever they proclaimed “pura,” must not even be 
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touched by one of their number, nor any law obeyed or custom observed upon 
which this ban had been placed. 

With such conditions confronting them, and in the face of this deadly an- 
tipathy, these noble and brave-hearted missionaries began their labors. From 
the day of their arrival and until the latter part of last April, they continued 
their work unmolested and with considerable success. After that period the 
Timnehs broke forth again, committing most horrible crimes, attacking peace- 
able villages, slaughtering the people without regard to sex or age, and destroy- 
ing everything that fell into their hands. The immediate cause of this out- 
break was the enforcement of the government ‘hut tax” and the suppression 
of cannibalism. The natives were threatened with imprisonment or confiscation 
of property unless the laws were obeyed. They revolted ; among them, some 
of the Timnehs, who fled to the woods, stirred up their brethren, and with 
spear and cutlass started out on their terrible raid of death. 

Among the victims who unfortunately fell into their savage hands and were 
slain were the Rey. and Mrs. I. N. Cain, the Rev. L A. and Mrs. McGrew, 
Dr. Mary Archer, Dr. Mary E. Hatfield, and Miss Ella Schenck. Those who 
fortunately escaped were the Rev. and Mrs. L. O. Burtner, the Rev. and Mrs. 
F,. S. Minshell and child, the Rev. A. A. Ward, and Miss Mary B. Mullen. 
The escape of Miss Mullen was little less than a miracle. She was stationed at 
Mamaliga, where the English commissioner and what few policemen were 
with him were murdered. On May 2d, a band of 600 savages, in full war 
dress and armed with cutlasses, swept down upon the little village and made a 
furious demonstration before the mission house in which Miss Mullen had taken 
refuge, brandishing their weapons reeking with blood, their hands and arms 
dripping, and amidst the wildest shouts and hideous noises threatened the life 
of this imprisoned Christian woman. She, in describing her experience, said : 

My blood almost froze within me, when I saw that terrible crowd of blood- 
thirsty cannibals not more than a ‘hundred yards away from my house, yelling de- 
fiance at me, and in their broken English telling me what they would do with me 
when they caught me, and there I was, absolutely helpless, with not the least 
chance of escape. I had in fact given up all hope, and had resigned myself to my 
impending fate, when suddenly I noticed a commotion among the warriors, and 
venturing a little nearer my window, I could see them making preparations for a 
hasty departure. In less than an hour not a soul was to be seen, and at first I 
thought it a trick to draw me out; but fortunately I was mistaken. I suddenly 
heard the tramp of soldiers, and with a fervent prayer of thanksgiving I sank to 
my knees. Soon after a body of native police and a company of West India sol- 
diers made their appearance, and applied for admission. I threw open the doors 
with a hearty welcome, and they informed me that they had been sent up by the 
governor from Freetown to investigate the murder of the commissioner at Bonthe. 
On the way they had heard of my predicament, and came to my rescue. They 
sent me under a safe escort to Freetown, where I had the good fortune to meet Mr. 
Burtner and his party. These latter miraculously escaped death by seeking tem- 
porary shelter at Plantin island, six miles off in midstream, which they reached by 
means of small boats, taking with them the women and children of the village, 
whom the men had abandoned in their flight. Two trips were necessary to bring 
every inhabitant to that island of refuge. 
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On the Sunday night following, the missionaries set sail in one of the mis- 
sion boats for Freetown, where they arrived after two days and nights of weary 
and anxious journeying. Others, however, were not as fortunate. The Rev. 
J. H. Hughes, of the Wilberforce mission, at Avery Station, forty miles from 
Sherbro, was killed by the savages. On the same day the Rev. David Wilber- 
force, his wife and four children, the Rev. Mr. and Mrs. Cole and Mrs. Martin, 
Professor Clemens, and Mr. Wilberforce’s mother, had been massacred at Dan- 
ville Station, a point further north. These were native missionaries who had 
been educated in the United States and had returned to their own n people to 
preach unto them the Word of Life. 

The loss of life and property was so crushing in this massacre that the so- 


ciety under whose auspices these unfortunate missionaries labored has been 


compelled to suspend operations. For almost half a century these United 
Brethren in Christ have been maintaining this mission in Sierra Leone, ata 
cost of over a half a million dollars. It is estimated that the loss in mission 
property amounts to $100,000. There are left, however, 5,000 converts, who, 
it is safe to believe, will remain steadfast and build up again the work that has 
been laid in ruins by the ruthless hand of the savage heathen. It is the pur- 
pose of the home society to reinforce and hold the field fully by the autumn. 


EX-GOVERNOR SWINEFORD’S BOOK ON ALASKA. 

THE Hon, A. P. Swineford, formerly governor of Alaska, has written a 
work on the history, climate, and natural resources of that territory, which is 
published by Rand, McNally and Co., Chicago and New York. He speaks in 
disapproval of the administration of affairs for the first seventeen years under 
military rule, and says that the semblance of civil government made in 1884 
proved to be a law ‘‘in which all the more important and valuable rights, priv- 
ileges, and immunities of American citizenship are denied the people of Alaska,” 
a law which leaves them practically without any legal provision whereby they 
may secure titles to their homes. He says that the law was made solely in the 
interest of the corporation most concerned. It is only a few weeks since a 
change was made at Washington in this unfortunate state of things. 

Mr. Swineford has much to say about the unparalleled resources of this 
wonderful land, and he even says that the climate is benign along the coast 
northwest of Sitka. Concerning the auriferous localities he writes: ‘Scarcely 
a scratch has been made in the mountains which encompass her multitudinous 
gold-bearing ledges, while not more than one in a hundred of her streams and 
gulches have as yet been fairly or even partially prospected.” No less than 
seventy-five species of food fishes are found in the country, the fisheries of only 
two of which, namely, salmon and cod, yield a product every year of which 
the market value is nearly equal to the purchase money paid to Russia for the 
whole country. Then, too, there are vast and interminable forests, wide areas 
of grazing lands for the herding and raising of sheep and cattle, agricultural 
opportunities for the raising of cereals and fruits and vegetables. 

The book is, we deem, the most important one yet issued about the terri- 
tory, and covers a greatneed. We believe it will do much to increase the influx 
of white settlers. 
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THE TRUE RELIGION MUST BE UNIVERSAL. 


At the last annual meeting of the British and Foreign Bible Society, a 
striking and impressive address was delivered by the Rev. W. L. Watkinson. 
It abounded in stirring thought, admirably expressed. The speaker defended 
in a delightful manner the resolution he moved, that the Holy Scriptures stand 
alone as a revelation of God’s Person, will, love to man, and way of redeeming 
and restoring him to His own likeness. He treated with quiet humor the 
“anthologies” from the sacred writings of heathen philosophers. We have, 
he said, in parallel columns, beautiful ideas from heathen writers and from our 
own Scriptures, and are then asked to admit that, after all, there is not so very 
great superiority in our Bible! “But,” said the speaker, ‘<I want to know what 
is omitted—that might help me to a fair comparison. If I knew the philosophic 
follies, the moral baseness, the degrading thoughts found in the portions of these 
writers not quoted, I might realize what sort of claim they have on my accept- 
ance.” 

From his elaboration of the idea that there can be but one Divine revela- 
tion and religion, we give the following: 


It might seem an audacious thing on our part to assume that any one book is 
a book for the race. Max Miller, speaking of the Hindoo religion, says: ‘‘ Hin- 
dooism makes no profession of being a guide for the thought and the life of all 
men. It stands avowedly apart, content to belong to India, and allowing that 
other forms of belief and rules of life are good for men of other lands.” That is 
considered a modest and philosophical assumption; but we to-day take up a posi- 
tion that is altogether different. We attempt to give the race one oracle. We 
have exclusive claims. Our position is a position of absolute intolerance. We claim 
to guide the thought and the life of all men; but we have a great deal to say for 
ourselves in making that assumption. When the Hindoo takes up that modest po- 
sition he really condemns his faith. A true religion must be a universal religion. 
What is the position that you take up in science? Do you say that you can have 
one astronomy for India and another for England? In the science of India the 
planet stands on an elephant, and the elephant on a tortoise. You stand by Euclid 
and Newton. Now you cannot have all four, and you declare in so many words 
that the tortoise and elephant must go to the Zoo. You cannot have one physiology 
for China and another system for Germany. You cannot have one system of chem- 
istry for the East and another system for the West. And, therefore, it is to-day an 
alphabet with scientific men that the true science is for all men everywhere. There 
can be only one art. The fundamental principles and laws underlying form and 
sound, music and beauty, prevail everywhere, and, ultimately, the artists of all na- 
tions must agree to those fundamental laws and principles. There can be only one 
philosophy. The universe is not capable of two philosophies, one for the land of 
the rising sun, and the other for the land of the setting sun. The world can have 
but one interpretation, and—I dare say it will come after the millennium, but it will 
come—the great thinkers will agree in one philosophy. 

Now, that is a theme on which modern thinkers insist—the universality of the 
true science, of the true art, and of the true philosophy. If there is one thing clear 
to-day, it is the unity of nature and the solidarity of the race. And you must 
have one religion. What religion that may be is another question; but it isas clear 
as the light that there can, in the ultimate civilization, be but one faith. We all 
agree that art, science, philosophy, theology will develop in different climates with 
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a good deal of local color; but we are all as sure as that we are in this place to-day 
that there can be but one art, one philosophy, one science, and one Creed. Now, 


we presume to give to mankind in the Bible the supreme expression of the supreme 
religion. 


BRIEF MENTION. 


THERE is much appreciation of the assistance that all the Church papers render 
to the work of this Society, and notably at this time because of the fact that each of 
them in its own way, in its issue for the week which ended on the 18th ultimo, re- 
produced the substance of the article in our June number, ‘‘A Financial Statement,” 
with the figures of the Treasurer brought down to June 1st. In a single paragraph 
the Church Standard says: ‘‘The summer months are increasingly becoming a 
source of apprehension for all Church work. They bring hard times to the city 
churches, which are deserted by the wealthy people to whom they have a right to 
look for support throughout the whole year. But no institution of the Church feels 
this dread so keenly as our Board of Missions. <A general society is always soonest 
to be forgotten. For the season from June 1st to August 31st, the Board requires at 
least $135,000, and this amount can be obtained only through a considerable increase 
upon the average amount of contributions. The missionaries find just as trying 
hot weather, we take it, in Japan, China, Greece, Liberia, and Haiti as we in the 
United States, and we dare not forget them. There is a further appeal this year to 
the pride of all Churchmen, namely, that the Board of Missions may present to us 
at the General Convention a report that shows no deficit.” 


ON another page of this number of the magazine we quote a very striking 
demonstration by a speaker at the last anniversary meeting of the British and For- 
eign Bible Society, that the one true religion must be a universal religion, as the 
one true system of philosophy or art must be universal. Had the argument been 
germane to the particular purpose of Mr. Watkinson’s address, he might, with equal 
truth, have gone further and shown that the Church commissioned effectually to 
propagate the one true, universal religion—to make known to the whole world its 
universal Lord, Faith, Baptism, God and Father—must also be one and universal. 
Just as the world’s true religion must be one and universal, so must the Church 
which is authorized and enabled to convert the world to this religion be universal 
and one. Men give many reasons why it is so difficult to convert the whole world 
to the one true religion of Christ. Could there be a better explanation of this than 
the fact that the Church which is trying to convert the world is not itself united ? 


TuE English Church Missionary Intelligencer says: ‘‘Yor the fifth time during 
his Episcopate of twenty-one years, the Bishop of Calcutta recently visited the Nadiya 
Zillah and held confirmations. The numbers confirmed at the different centres 
were as follows : Krishnagar, twenty-one; Chupra, forty-nine; Ranabandha, fifty- 
eight; Bollobhpur, from four parishes, 181; and Kapasdanga, fifty-one; in all, 361. 
The Bishop was very pleased with the continued improvement in the cleanliness 
and neatness of the churches and the reverent behavior of the people. He also 
showed his practical sympathy by giving 500 rupees toward the expenses of repair- 
ing the churches injured by the earthquake.” 


By the kindness of Bishop Barker we are informed that the Rev. Mr. Wooden, 
with his wife and three little children, who had been staying several days at the 
Fanny Paddock Memorial Hospital, at Tacoma, as guests, expected to sail for

Skaguay, Alaska, on the ‘‘City of Seattle,” that afternoon. Miss Proebstel, ap- 
pointed to Anvik, sailed from Tacoma, for Victoria, June 17th, expecting there to 
take the steamer ‘‘Garonne” for St. Michael’s, Alaska, on the 20th. 


A German resident in Liberia recently suffered a small loss of property, for 
which an indemnity of $5,000 was demanded. At the same time President Cole- 
man is urged to sign a treaty establishing a German protectorate over Liberia; but 
we earnestly wish that our government and that of Great Britain might protect this 
African republic from outside encroachments. 


Dr. Mouse, the Bishop of Mid-China, received on his seventieth birthday (he 
has been forty years in China) a substantial token of esteem from the Chinese 
Christians of his diocese and from all the missionaries in the great city of Hang- 
chow, Americans as well as English, and non-Episcopal as well as Episcopal. The 
Chinese Christians presented the Bishop with a roll of their names, 2,300 in all, 
embroidered and mounted in a very costly and beautiful manner. 


THE See of Victoria (Hong Kong), vacant by the resignation of Bishop Burdon, 
has been offered to and accepted by the Rev. Joseph Charles Hoare. The Bishop- 
designate, who is a son of the late Canon Hoare, has been a member of the Mid- 
China mission of the Church Missionary Society since 1876. He possesses all the 
experience and all the personal qualities which promise to make him a successful 
Missionary Bishop. 

BisHoPp Bompas, of Selkirk, writes that the rush of gold-diggers to the Klon- 
dike is causing his diocese to change ‘‘from an Indian to a white man’s country.” 
This means many new problems to be faced. 


It is becoming very plain that a rapid change is passing over China, and one 
all the more significant from the fact that the emperor and his household share it. 
During the past winter the emperor procured for his own information about a hun- 
dred Christian books, largely the publications of the Society for the Diffusion of 
Christian and General Knowledge. The empress dowager, also, recently announced 
that, by request of foreign women residing in the empire, she would make arrange- 
ments to give audience to a large number of them in the royal palace. 

THE Rev. Dr. E. A. Lawrence, writing of the meaning of Christian missions, 
said : ‘‘God’s great-agent for the spread of His Kingdom is the Church. Missions 
are the reproductive faculty of the parent Church, the constituting agency of the 

infant Church. Every Church should work out into a mission; every mission 
should work out into a Church. The primary aim of missions is to preach the Gos- 
pel in all lands; the ultimate aim is to plant the Church in all lands. Then the 
Church of each land thus planted must win its own people to Christ. The converts 
must convert. The new Church must evangelize and Christianize.” 

A CORRESPONDENT writes: ‘‘I desire to testify to the very high regard I enter- 
tain for this magazine. I read it with pleasure, and profit I hope, always desiring 
to be enabled to do more and more for the cause it represents; and I may call my- 
self something of a connoisseur in knowing and appreciating a good magazine, as

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THE Rev. G. Hammarskéld, general missionary to Swedish-Americans, writes : 
“On my return from the West I found your letter of May 28th. During my jour- 
ney I received letters from Providence, Pawtucket, and Boston, showing that I 
must visit those cities before leaving for my vacation in Sweden, and I have ap- 
pointed the week beginning June 8th for these visits. Our Swedish church in 
Boston is to be dedicated, and I am expected to preach the sermon. I take this op- 
portunity to say that my services have never been more appreciated than during 
my western trip. I travelled nearly 9,000 miles, and preached three times a Sunday, 
and usually once every week-day. In the Missionary Jurisdiction of Duluth and 
the Diocese of Marquette I visited mainly new settlements, where the people were 
too poor to contribute to my travelling expenses; but, oh, how thankful they were 
for the opportunities to hear the Gospel and have their children baptized!” Mr. 
Hammarskéld’s report is published beyond.

AT ITS STATED MEETING, TUESDAY, JUNE I4TH, 1898. 


——THE following elected members were present: The Bishops of Pennsyl- 
vania, New Jersey, and Newark; the Rev. Drs. Eccleston, Smith, Shipman, Ans- 
tice, Christian, and Lindsay; and Messrs. Low, King, Mills, Cutting, Whitlock, 
Chauncey, Thomas, and Goodwin. The Bishop of New Jersey was called to the 
chair. The Rev. Dr. J. DeWolf Perry, recently elected to membership, appeared 
and took his seat. 

——Attention having been called to the death of the Right Rev. Dr. Perry 
since the last meeting, the Chairman offered commemorative prayer. 

-—— From the Treasurer’s report it appeared that the receipts from contributions 
up to June 1st were $29,000 larger than those of last year to the corresponding date. 
It was further shown that the receipts to June 1st from the Lenten offerings for the 
Langford Memorial Fund from 2,763 Sunday-schools aggregated $72,574, showing 
an increase as compared with last year of 256 in the number of schools and of 
$5, 566. 

—Communications were at hand from the Rev. Dr. William Henry Brooks, 
secretary, informing the Board that the Convention of the Diocese of Massachusetts 
had adopted the following as a standing resolution to be printed every year in the 
journal : 

‘« Resolved: That the Convention request every parish and congregation 
to contribute at least one offering in each year to the funds of the General Board of 
Foreign and Domestic Missions ” ; 
and from the Rev. Edward Cope, secretary pro tem., conveying the action of the 
Joint Diocesan Lesson Committee which appears beyond. 

—tThirty-eight letters were presented from Bishops having Domestic mission- 
ary work within their jurisdiction, referring to the changes of appointments during 
the remainder of the present fiscal year, and with reference to appointments, sta- 
tions, and stipendsof missionaries for the coming year; also a letter from the eccles- 
iastical authority of the Diocese of Iowa upon the same subject. In every in- 
stance where required, favorable action was reached. The total amount contributed 
for the hospital at Skaguay under the Bishop’s emergency call was $3,845.69, of 
which there was a balance in bank June 6th of $2,666.65 as reported by Bishop 
Barker, .who has managed this matter for Bishop Rowe. Miss Heywood, the

trained nurse who was appointed from Iowa, reached Skaguay May 12th. At that . 


date there were seven patients there under treatment. 

Letters were at hand from the Bishops of all the Foreign jurisdictions and 
from a number of their missionaries. The Bishop of Shanghai says: ‘‘ Itisimpera- 
tive that as soon as possible we should proceed with the [Jane Bohlen] girls’ school 
building * and the residence for ladies in Wuchang, and also build a house in Han- 
kow, where it is no longer practicable to rent quarters for the missionaries.” Mrs. 
Felix R. Brunot, finding that it was impracticable to carry out the purpose of her 
late husband and herself regarding a separate leper hospital in China, has now de- 
voted the money given for that object ($13,000) as follows: $1,000 to the Bishop of 
Alaska, and the remainder to Bishop Ferguson for building purposes at Bassa and 
Cape Mount, where it is greatly needed. The Board commended the congregation 
of St. Andrew’s Church, Bassa, Liberia, in that they have undertaken to support a 
teacher among the heathen in their neighborhood and are maturing other plans for 
like work. Bishop Ferguson, on April 1st, laid the corner-stone of the Irving 
Memorial Church at Cape Mount, funds for which were contributed by the late 
Mrs. Theodore Irving and her friends in memory of her husband, who for many 
years had been especially interested in African missions. 

—tThe special committee upon memorials, appointed some months ago,reported 
their duty practically accomplished. 

—-By resolution the Junior Auxiliary Publishing Company, of Hartford, Con- 
necticut, was recognized as an auxiliary of the Board of Missions. 

—tThe auditing committee reported that they had caused the books and ac- 
counts of the Treasurer to be examined to the first instant and had certified the 
same to be correct. 


GOD-SPEED TO MISSIONARIES. + 


To BE asked to voice for those who take part in this service, and the many oth- 
ers whom they represent, their farewell greetings to these our missionaries, is an 
honor that I heartily appreciate. There are hundreds who would like to be here 
to-day, thousands who feel, as they and we do, sympathy and admiration for these 
gentlemen, and would be glad to manifest it. They will do so hereafter in sub- 
stantial ways. They will keep informed by reading THE SpirRiT oF Missions and 
the other able publications of the Board, concerning the work that these men shall 
carry on at Wuhu and Ngan-king in central China, and they will provide the 
wherewithal to keep it going. 

On behalf of this constituency I stand here to speak a fervent God-speed, and 
this I do with both greater diffidence and a deeper sense of privilege, because the 
occasion is in some of its features an unusual one. These gentlemen who are about 
to go to China have been there, have lived there before. There is none of the glit- 
ter of novelty in their venture. They are under no delusion as to the conditions 
which will confront them when they arrive. They know itall. So doI know, and 
by experience, although not very recent, that there is a dark side as well as the 
bright. Be sure that they are not unmindful of that side. They faced all that came 
for eight years, and now after three years’ absence they remember it all. They 
lived in Wuchang, the very centre of rockbound conservatism, the moral Gibraltar

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of the old policy that never forgets anything and never learns anything; and eight 


' years in Wuchang have shown them the hardest of all the problems, have kept 


them in the thickest of the fight. After all that they go back, not indeed to Wu- 
chang city, but to similar conditions in the same general region. I think, there- 
fore, that these gentlemen are dedicated to their mission in the fullest sense, in a 
very unusual degree. It is not an idealized mission that they undertake; they are 
under no illusions; with full knowledge and under strong conviction, I venture to 
think, under a pressure like that felt by the chief of missionaries, St. Paul, ‘‘ Woe 
is me if I preach not this Gospel,” they go anew with their evangel to the Chinese. 
They go, moreover, this time, as Churchmen. 

There was a man who said that honesty was the best policy, and that he knew 
it because he had tried both ways. In this instance there has been presented no 
contrast between right on the one hand and wrong on the other; but it is the fact, 
and it ought to be reassuring to the friends of missions, that these gentlemen have 
rechosen the China mission field after three years of the delights of this metropolis, 
and that after affiliation with other and admirable religious bodies they have be- 
come convinced that our branch of the Church is both a true one, and adapted be- 
yond others to the needs of the Chinese. 

There is another feature attending the departure of these missionaries, an im-~ 
portant one. -You, Mr. Secretary, whose mind embraces all the main facts concern- 
ing our mission life, for you have been an influential factor in it during nearly its 
whole period of active development, cannot have failed to observe the new relation 
to China in which our country has been placed within a few weeks past. 

China, from one of the remotest parts of the earth, has suddenly become our 
neighbor. On April 30th last China was 6,000 miles from the United States. That 
night Dewey pushed our western border through the Pacific 5,500 miles, and on the 
morning of May 1st China was only 500 miles from the United States. Our flag 
had been hoisted at Manila, and the Philippines, with their eight million of inhabi- 
tants, practically are, and in all probability will continue to be, a part of our country. 
Whatever divergence of opinion there may be as to the wisdom of it or the pity of 
it, there is very little doubt that we are there to stay. 

I linger at this point only for a moment’s reflection on the responsibility that 
thus comes upon the Church as well as upon the nation. It means that the Ameri- 
can Church must send there at least one Bishop and a staff of clergy and teachers. 
It means another open door, that no man can shut, that no man can attempt or 
wish to shut without falsity to the Faith. It was on St. Philip and St. James’s 
Day that the Philippines became a part of the United States. St. Philip for the 
Philippines; and we, as best we may, must henceforth teach there Him who mani- 
fested Himself to Philip as the Way, the Truth, and the Life. 

It is the influence of this new situation upon our relation to China that gives 
significance to the departure at this time of missionaries toChina. Since the United 
States are now but 500 miles from that country, we are among important nations 
China’s nearest neighbor, unless Russia be counted so. We are even nearer than 
Japan. : 

The Chinese question is no longer one that we are to leave to be settled by 
European nations alone, the question of the possible partition of China, and as 
preliminary thereto the seizing of an island here and a promontory there by Ger- 
many, France, or England; for the political condition of China is vastly more im- 
portant to us than to either of those nations. Six weeks ago what became of China 
was thought to be of moment only to a few American merchants and missionaries. 
Now it is of importance to the whole American people. 

It follows inevitably that our missionary operations have taken on new 
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interest, that the work of these missionaries here present will have a wider recog- 
nition, other things being equal, than that of any who have gone before them. 
They are probably the very first to leave the shores of America under the new order. 
May their endowment from on high and their support from this our Church, be 
equal to their glorious opportunity! One goes to Wuhu, where, to use a picturesque 
phrase employed by the founder of that mission, the site of the station is “a lone 
hill-top.” This missionary says, like Caleb of old: ‘‘ Give me that mountain—that 
Hebron for mine inheritance.” Let us help them to claim all China for Christ, 
hills and valleys, lake and stream, the sources of the Yang-tse, and the plains 
where its ‘‘sunny fountains,” more literally than those that Heber wrote of, ‘‘ roll 
down their golden sands.” 


THE SPIRIT OF MISSIONS. 


In the first century it was the spirit of Foreign Missions that saved the Church 
from the bondage of Jewish formalism. Paul and his companions could not live 
without telling the world that Christ Jesus came to seek and save the lost—lost 
nations as well as lost souls. The heat of that desire burned up the fetters of bigotry 
like ropes of straw. The Gospel could not be preached to all men as a form of 
Judaism. But the Gospel must be preached to all men. Therefore, it could not be 
a form of Judaism. The argument was irresistible. It was the missionary spirit 
that made the emancipation proclamation of Christianity. 

In the dark ages the heart of religion was kept beating by the missionary zeal 
and efforts of such men as St. Patrick, and St. Augustine, and Columba, and Aidan, 
and Boniface, and Anskar, who brought the Gospel to our own fierce ancestors in 
the northern parts of Europe and wild islands of the sea. In the middle ages it was 
the men who founded the great missionary orders, St. Francis and St. Dominic, 
who did most to revive the faith and purify the life of the Church. And when the 
Reformation had lost its first high impulse, and sunken into the slough of dogma- 
tism ; when the Protestant churches had become entangled in political rivalries and 
theological controversies, while the hosts of philosophic infidelity and practical god- 
lessness were sweeping in apparent triumph over Europe and America, it was the 
spirit of Foreign Missions that sounded the reveillé to the Christian world, and lit 
the signal fire of a new era—an era of simpler creed, more militant hope, and broader 
love—an era of the Christianity of Christ. The desire of preaching the Gospel to 
every creature has drawn the Church back from her bewilderments and sophistica- 
tions closer to the simplicity that is in Christ, and so closer to that Divine ideal of 
Christian unity in which all believers shall be one in Him. You cannot preach 
a complicated Gospel, an abstract Gospel, to every creature. You cannot preach a 
Gospel that is cast in an inflexible mould of thought, like Calvinism, or Arminian- 
ism, or Lutheranism, to every creature. It will not fit. But the Gospel, the only 
Gospel which is Divine, must be preached to every creature. Therefore, these 
moulds and forms cannot be an essential part of it. And so we workour way back 
out of the tangle of human speculations toward that pure, clear, living message, 
which Paul carried over from Asia to Europe, the good news that God is in Christ, 
reconciling the world to Himself. 

This is the Gospel for an age of doubt, and for all ages wherein men sin and 
suffer, question and despair, thirst after righteousness and long for Heaven. There 
are a thousand ways of preaching it, with lips and lives, in words and deeds ; and 
all of them are good, provided only the preacher sets his whole manhood earnestly 
and loyally to his great task of bringing home the truth as itis in Jesus to the needs 
of his brother-men. The forms of Christian preaching are manifold, The spirit is 
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one and the same. New illustrations and arguments and applications must be 


- found for every age and every race. But the truth to be illuminated and applied 


is as changeless as Jesus Christ Himself, in whose words it is uttered and in whose 
life it is incarnate, once and forever. The types of pulpit eloquence are as different 
as the characters and languages of men. But all of them are vain and worthless as 
sounding brass and tinkling cymbals, unless they speak directly and personally and 
joyfully of that Divine love which is revealed in Christ, in order that all who will 
believe in it may be saved from doubt and sin and selfishness in the everlasting 
Kingdom of the loving God.—Rev. Dr. Henry Van Dyke, in ‘‘ The Gospel for an 
Age of Doubt.” 


THE SUNDAY-SCHOOL LENTEN OFFERING. 


I WOULD report considerable supplementary work since Easter, in half-a-dozen 
dioceses, in the way of fulfilling engagements to speak on the development of the 
missionary spirit in Sunday-schools, in hastening the forwarding of the Lenten 
offerings to the Treasurer, and in preparing the field for even better results in the 
Lent of 1899. It is a pleasure to tell you that I have already numerous invitations 
to speak before institutes all over the land and up and down the Pacific coast next 
year. I am already satisfied that present interest in the Lenten Offering is more 
widespread than ever before, and the outlook demands that something be done to 
keep our more than five thousand schools in line, and to guard them from being 
switched off from the grand purpose of one general offering to missions. Local 
and parochial objects must be side-tracked and kept side-tracked for all the days of 
every Lent in every Sunday-school in the Church, if the present successful Lenten 
Offering is to be improved upon and made to grow from year to year, until the 
$100,000 mark shall be established as the minimum, and not the maximum, of the 
missionary ability of the children of the Church. Such a thing as a Sunday- 
school Auxiliary to the Board of Missions would, in my judgment, supply without 
any new machinery the needed organizing element that would make the Lenten 
Offering a permanent auxiliary in every diocese and missionary jurisdiction.

REPORT OF THE GENERAL MISSIONARY TO SWEDISH-AMERI- 
CANS FOR THE QUARTER ENDING MAY 31ST, 1898. 


DurRinG the past quarter I have visited 
all missionary stations in the Hast, and 
under the direction of the proper author- 
ities such places in the western dioceses 
and missionary jurisdictions as especially 
called for the services of the general mis- 
sionary. I have conducted seventy- 
seven services, of which eighteen were in 
English, preached fifty-eight sermons in 
Swedish and fourteen in English, admin- 
istered Holy Communion twenty-two 
times, baptized nineteen children and 
conducted three funerals. : 

The Swedish mission in Boston has at 
last succeeded in obtaining ‘a church 
building, with a rectory. Ardent has 
been the longing of the minister-in- 
charge and of his people, and earnest 
their endeavors, to get a home of their 
own, and with the kind co-operation of 
the Bishop and his committee their desire 
has now been realized. This is a cause 
for great thankfulness, both for the sake 
of the congregation itself and for the 
great Swedish population of Boston in 
general, as it will probably effect the in- 
gathering of many who have hitherto 
stood aloof and viewed the work with 
suspicion. I feel certain that this Swed- 
ish mission in Boston and vicinity will 
develop into one of the most influential 
of its kind in the Kast. The field here is 
wide and of much importance, and it is 
with great satisfaction indeed that I note 
that our endeavors in this direction have 
thus been crowned with success. 

My experiences during the missionary 
tour through part of the great West have 
convinced me that out there we have the 
greatest of our fields for work among the 


Scandinavian population in this vast land 
of ours. In many of the cities, villages, 
and settlements of Michigan, Minnesota, 
and Dakota the Swedish percentage of 
population averages two-thirds of the 
whole. The people are simply waiting for 
the Church to step in. 

My firm conviction is that if we had 
the means and a sufficient number of 
men adapted for the work, the Church 
would advance with great rapidity, so 
that in a few years we should be able to 
count Scandinavian missions by the hun- 
dred. In the Diocese of Minnesota alone, 
where the Swedish work is not more than 
six years old, we have already six Swed- 
ish church buildings, which are every 
Sunday filled with devout and attentive 
worshippers, and if we had had the 
means, there would have been several 
more. The ice of prejudice and fanati- 
cism is broken, the people love dearly 
the Church of our fathers, and the Bish- 
ops have, in true apostolic spirit, taken 
under their care many of the dispersed 
children of the sister Church in ‘‘ Ultima 
Thule.” Before this unfeigned and self- 
sacrificing love, all opposition is grad- 
ually being disarmed. The fierce attacks 
which so frequently filled the columns of 
the Swedish-American press in the be- 
ginning of the work, have now ceased, 
and are often replaced by articles of well 
earned praise of the wisdom and holy 
zeal of our Bishops in caring for the 
straying flock from far-off Scandinavia. 
Our missionaries in this diocese have, 
each in his place, worked with great 
faithfulness, and as often as time and 
strength have permitted, they have has- 
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tened to outlying places around their re- 
spective headquarters to preach the Gos- 
pel of our crucified Saviour. 

The work in St. Paul was commenced 
only two years ago; but it has already 
been developed into a real power among 
the great Swedish-speaking population of 
that city. This mission has been self- 
supporting from its very beginning; but 
it is now in great need of pecuniary help 
for the payment of the cost of church 
building, which it was found to be both 
necessary and advantageous to purchase 
without delay. 

The minister-in-charge of the mission 
is now, at the expressed wish of his 
Bishop, on a journey East for the pur- 
pose of collecting, if possible, contribu- 
tions toward the church building fund, 
and I sincerely hope that he will be suc- 
cessful in his endeavors. The members 
of the congregation have given abun- 
dantly toward the fund themselves, and 
they greatly deserve to meet with en- 
couragement. To support this work now 
is to lay a good foundation for our 
Church among the Swedes in one of the 
most important cities of the North-west, 
where the Scandinavian population con- 
stitutes so important a factor in all 
branches of commercial and political 
life. 

In the Missionary Jurisdiction of Du- 
luth, I made my first acquaintance with 
the privations characteristic of the life of 
settlers. The Rev. Mr. Kalin, who has 
for the last two years, with much toil 
and hardship and in great poverty, 
tramped his way from place to place 
preaching the Gospel of Christ for my 
poor countrymen, was already on my ar- 
rival prepared to take me out on a mis- 
sionary circuit which I shall-never for- 
get. At 3 o’clock in the morning we 
started out with ‘‘ the missionary organ” 
placed on a wheelbarrow, which we had 


_to push along to the nearest railroad sta- 


tion. After an hour’sride we continued 
our journey on a rough wagon through 
wild and desert forest, and then we pro- 
ceeded in a boat across one of Minnesota’s 
many lakes. About10 o’clock we were 
at our destination, a log-cabin, in which 
the service was to be held. This cabin 
was the school-house of the settlement; 
but I could detect neither blackboard 


nor any other necessary apparatus of in- 
struction. The organ was soon placed 
and the throng of people that had been 
waiting outside began to fill the uninvit- 
ing little school-room. 

The service was one of the most 
pathetic and touching that I have ever 
had the privilege of conducting. Oh, 
how grateful these poor settlers are for 
the services arranged for them, and how 
they appreciate them! The inhabitants 
have no higher wish than to get a little 
temple of theirown. They assured me, 
thatif they could only obtain the $500 
necessary to procure the material, they 
would next winter build the house of 
the Lord with their own hands. I prom- 
ised those faithful souls to give them all 
the aid in my power in procuring the 
means necessary for this purpose, and 
when Bishop Morrison and Mr. Kalin 
have the plans for the building ready, I 
will try my best to fulfil this promise. 
In about ten years that settlement has 
developed into an important centre, and — 
the surest and best means of winning to 
Christ and his Church the people there, 
is to give them nov a spiritual home 
in which services can be held in both 
English and Swedish. The advantage 
connected with the work in these out-of- 
the-way corners is, that the spiritual 
need of almost all the inhabitants can be 
met with comparative ease if men shall 
be placed there who are familiar with 
both the English and Swedish languages. 
On several occasions I held services in 
English in such places immediately be- 
fore or after the Swedish service, and 
this led to the further confirmation of 
my opinion that our missionaries at the 
front could be of double use if they could 
make themselves masters of more lan- 
guages than their own. The people 
in the settlements which I visited were, 
however, predominantly Scandinavian, 
and most of them were almost entirely ig- 
norant of the language of their adopted 
country. 

The Bishop of Marquette is probably 
the only one among the Bishops of our 
Church who has any knowledge of the 
Swedish language. This knowledge on 
his part has been of great use to him in 
his own diocese, where thousands of 
Swedes have settled for life. I was sorry 
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to be unable to visit all the places in this 
diocese, which the Bishop wanted me to 
visit; but I saw enough to understand 
that here as elsewhere ‘‘ the harvest truly 
is great, but the laborers are few.” 

For my own development, as well as 
for the sake of the work, I sincerely hope 
I may be able to make more such mis- 
sionary tours. Never before have my 
services been so welcome or more appre- 
ciated by those ministered to than dur- 
ing this journey, and I feel sincerely 
grateful to those who made it possible 
for me to undertake it. The best means 
to foster a real interest in missions would 
no doubt be to send our clergymen out to 
visit the mission fields. What a tre- 
mendous work our beloved Church is 
doing in this vast land of ours we cannot 
in reality know until we have seen it 
among its pioneers. It is they and their 
labors which indicate perhaps better than 
anything else, not only the catholicity 
of our Church and its work, but also its 

_integrity and its true apostolic character. 
To live and labor for and to make sacri- 
fices in the cause of such a work becomes 
an easy thing when one’s own eyes have 
beheld it in places where there is nothing 
else to stimulate it except devotion to 
Christ and love for perishing souls. 

The more I learn to know the condi- 
tions of the hundreds of thousands of 
Scandinavians in the West—there are 
70,000 in the city of Minneapolis alone— 
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the more convinced I become that the 
time has now arrived for the Church to 
carry on the work among them with 
greater energy than ever before. 

This work must be taken up and sup- 
ported by the Church at large, if the 
splendid opportunities now presenting 
themselves are not to be lost. The local 
resources are far from sufficient, as is 
well known, even for the work among 
the English-speaking population, and it 
will be easily perceived, in consequence, 
that it is simply impossible for our west- 
ern Bishops to cope with these fresh de- 
mands upon them, and provide men and 
means for the extension of the mission 
to the Swedes. They have done and are 
ever doing all in their power to care for 
the immigrants from far-off Scandia; 
but the Church as a Church must come 
to their aid with a sufficient appropria- 
tion for this new work, so plainly al- 
lotted to her by her Divine Head. And 
this so much the more, as the future of 
our Church in those regions will largely 
depend upon our present ability to deal 
successfully with the vast foreign-speak- 
ing populations that constitute so great a 
factor in the development of the West. 
A commission on Swedish missions is at 
present much more needed than a com- 
mission on Swedish Orders.

MISSIONARY INTELLIGENCE. 


Du.LutH.—In a business letter received 
early last month the Bishop, who is in 
charge of North Dakota, writes: ‘‘I can 
do something with the Indian work now 
in North Dakota, as I am at liberty to use 
for that purpose an unexpended balance 
in my hands. Two new missions will 
be under way this month. Two new 
churches and a new parsonage are begun 
this summer, and not a cent of eastern 
money in any of them. 

‘“We had a fine convocation meeting 
last week in St. Paul’s, Duluth. Some 
thirty clergymen were present. The re- 
ports of parishes and missions were very 
encouraging. I think the fact that dur- 
ing the fifteen months I have been here 
we have added by Confirmation twenty 


per cent. to our communicant list is a 
reason for thankfulness, although we 
should have done better. We have 
added to our ‘plant’ three churches and 
two parsonages, besides making, over the 
parsonage at Red Lake. 

““T am off to-day for North Dakota, 
but will be home again in July and hope 
to close up my visitations by August 
10th. I have been on the wing almost 
day and night since February and shall 
not be sorry when the long tramp is over 
for awhile.” 

Iowa.—Since a special convention for 
the election of a Bishop of Iowa is called 
for September 6th, the Standing Com- 
mittee, being the ecclesiastical authority 
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of the diocese at present, have recom- 
mended appointments of missionaries for 
the first quarter only of the coming fis- 
cal year ; leaving any readjustment for 
the new Bishop. 


Mainu.—The Rev. Charles F. Sweet. 
missionary at Presque Isle, who is about 
to go to Japan as a missionary, sends the 
following letter as a final report of his 
work in Maine: ‘“‘I beg leave to report 
that the work has continued with unusu- 
ally great interest. The congregations 
have been large at all services. The at- 
tendance at the Holy Communion has 
been better than ever before. The offer- 
ings for missions on Easter Day were 
large. A class is now in preparation for 
Confirmation on the night of June Ist. 

““On every side, too, the missionary 
finds evidences of the true affection of his 
people for him, which is heartily returned 
by him. The bitterness of leaving them 
for work in Japan is deep, and your mis- 
sionary leaves there his much loved 
friends and spiritual children with a 
pain that he asks God to accept as an 
evidence of his love for souls. 

‘It is commonly said that the people 
of Maine are cold-hearted. Your mis- 
sionary has not found it so. Undemon- 
strative and cold in manner his people 
may be, at first; but since he has won 
their confidence, he has ever found them 
warm-hearted and loving, teachable, 
faithful, diligent, and earnest. No Priest 
ever had a better flock, and, although he 
has never wavered in the determination 


to go to Japan in obedience to the call of 


the Church, he finds it is so hard to part 
with his people that he feels assured by 
his very firmness that God has indeed 
called him to that other work. ~ Nothing 
less could have reconciled him to the 
parting. His wife, too, in her nobility 
has not hesitated to give up a happy 
home and friends that her husband might 
do that work. God bless this work.” 
Shawmut.— The Rev. James W. 
Sparks, of Waterville, writes: ‘‘I gladly 
report the completion of the church edi- 
fice at the village of Shawmut, six miles 
from Waterville. The church has cost 
$2,000, and was consecrated by our Bish- 
op May 17th. Services are held every 
Sunday afternoon at Shawmut, and a 
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Sunday-school is established. The work 
at Waterville continues to improve, but 
the growth is slow.” 


New Mextico.—The Bishop, writing 
from the City of Mexico early in June, 
says: ‘‘Iam making my visitation for 
1898 to Christ Church, City of Mexico, 
and to the Mexican Episcopal Church 
earlier in the year than usual on account 
of the General Convention. I am lead- 
ing a monastic life in the seminary (the 
Dean Gray School).” ; 


NeEsBRASKA.—The Rev. Irving P. John- 
son writes: ‘‘I would report that during 
the past quarter, through the liberality of 
Mr. John S. Minor, a deceased friend of 
Bishop Worthington’s, the church in 
South Omaha has been located in a posi- 
tion most advantageous to its future 
growth and prosperity. During the past 
quarter our building has been moved to 
our new lots, beautifully situated in the 
centre of the city. The congregation has 
responded to this generous liberality by 
subscribing a building fund of $300 per 
annum in addition to their present re- 
sponsibility. 

‘‘T am pleased also to report that, in 
accordance with our custom for the past 
three years, St. Martin’s has voluntarily 
relinquished another fifty dollars after 
December Ist, 1898, from the amount paid 
by your Board to the support of its rec- 
tor. A building fund of about $600 has 
been raised for St. Clement’s Mission, in 
another part of this city, which we trust 
will be built during the summer.” 


SOUTHERN VirGiInIA.— The Rev. C. 
Braxton Bryan reports for the quarter 
ending May 31st as follows: ‘‘My work 
in the Hampton Indian School during the 
last three months has been conducted as 
usual, and has been as encouraging as at 
any time since my connection with the 
school. At Easter the Bishop of the 
diocese was in the parish and confirmed 
fourteen Indians, ten young men and 
four girls, who had been preparing for 
Confirmation throughout Lent, and all of 
whom have communicated since their 
confirmation. The spirit in the school 
has been very good this session, and the 
quality of the students has been fine. 
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In all there have been thirty-five com- 
municants of the Church among the 
students this year. The services held in 
the Indian school have been as hereto- 
fore.” 


THE PLATTE.—The Rey. John B. Van 
Fleet, missionary at Broken Bow, and 
many other points, writes: ‘‘ The Bishop 
has secured a resident clergyman for Ord, 
who will give Ord services each Sunday, 
and week-day services to Greeley, North 
Loup, Scotia, Eloa, and Burwell, points 
within thirty miles of Ord. At Ord we 
now have a rectory, barn, and neat 
Gothic church seating about 150, and no 
debt. The church was consecrated last 
February. If Nebraska is not stricken 
with a drought, Ord in less than two 
years will be a parish. 

‘My work has been increased in other 
directions. At Wood River we expect 
to begin building in June, and hope dur- 
ing the summer to build a chapel at St. 
Libory, a station town eleven miles north 
of Grand Island, and a Roman Catho- 
lic settlement, with no Protestant church 
in the place. 
souls to take care of. We have held 
Sunday-school in houses; but they are 
too small. We expect also this fall to 
build a rectory at Broken Bow. The 
Bishop is trying to get means to place a 
man at St. Paul and one at Wood River. 
At each point he would have numerous 
adjacent stations. The Lenten offerings 
at nearly every point have been larger 
than last year; in some places they have 
been more than one-third greater.” 


A Missionary’s Need —The Rev. How- 
ard Stoy, missionary at McCook, Ne- 
braska, and many other points in the 
Missionary District of The Platte, in his 
last quarterly report says: ‘‘The dis- 
tances are so great, and some points are 
so remote that they could be reached 
more expeditiously and with less weari- 
ness if I were equipped with horse and 
saddle. I could then reach isolated fam- 
ilies among the hills. I can purchase a 
horse and equipment for twenty-five dol- 
lars.” 


WESTERN CoLORADO.—The Rey. Olin 


We at present have fifty - 
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E. Ostenson, missionary at Grand Junc- 
tion and in charge of all vacant stations 
and churches in Western Colorado, re- 
ports: ‘‘The past quarter I paid off the 
largest mortgage debt on a church in 
Western Colorado of $1,900 due the 
American Church Building Fund Com 
mission. That makes two such debts 
that I have paid off in Western Colorado 
in a little over one year. There is only 
one church in this missionary district 
that is now mortgaged, and that is the 
church at Glenwood Springs, and the 
mortgage amounts only to $800. Most 
of the time I have gone to the limit of 
my strength and health, which are very 
good. I have sometimes worked and 
travelled night and day. I have. to look 
after all vacant churches and missions, 
and some that are not vacant. This 
place, St. Matthew’s Church, Grand 
Junction, has become vacant since I 
wrote last, and the Bishop has asked 
me to come and make my headquarters 
here. 

‘“‘The population of Western Colorado 
is growing all the time. Since 1893, the 
beginning of the panic, the school popu- 
lation has increased 1,000 a year; but the © 
people are poorer, and it is harder for us 
to raise money for the missionaries, and 
we need more missionaries than we ever 
did. During the past quarter we have had 
more missionaries at work than we ever 
had before; yet we have not enough.” 


APPROPRIATIONS.—Writing of his ap- 
propriation for the new year, the Bishop 
of Georgia says: ‘‘ I regret that I am not 
yet in a position to relinquish . this 
amount, but feel sure that we have this 
year approached a step nearer to a point 
where we can do so.” The Bishop of 
Kansas says: ‘‘I do not know what we 
should do in this diocese of small towns 
without a large city, were the appropri- 
ation to it reduced.” Bishop Neely 
writes : ‘‘Ilam gratified by the action of 
the-Board of Managers with respect to 
Maine,” and others of the Bishops in one 
way or another express appreciation of 
the Board’s action, which in fact is their 
method of thanking the Church for their 
respective portions of its contributions.

THE MASSACRE IN SIERRA LEONE.

WE give in the editorial department of Brethren in Christ. Bishop Ferguson, 


this number of the magazine an account 
of the massacre in Sierra Leone of faith- 


in a letter from Monrovia, of May 19th, 
writes thus of the Sierra Leone disorders: 
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‘‘In my letter of the 17th Iomitted to 
inform you of the political disturbance 
in Sierra Leone which interferes with the 
mail communication which our mission- 
aries at Cape Mount have had via Manoh 
Salijah. An effort on the part of the 
authorities at Freetown (the capital of 
Sierra Leone) to enforce a hut tax law 
has caused a general uprising of the 
natives, war, and bloodshed, which have 
spread almost throughout the whole of 
that country. All of the district between 
Freetown and the Liberian boundary has 
been devastated, with but few exceptions 
(one or two places at Sherbro that are 
strongly guarded by English soldiers). 
There has been a general massacre; both 
white and black suffering alike at the 
hands of the infuriated savages. Nor 
have the mission stations been spared. 
The Rev. Mr. Humphrey (white), princi- 
pal of Fourah Bay College, has been 
killed. The government is trying to put 
down the rebellion, and will, of course, 
succeed; but it will take many years to 
regain some of the losses.” 


NEWS OF THE BUCHANAN STATIONS. 

The Rey. R. C. Cooper writes, under 
date of April 13th, that the Sunday- 
school of St. Andrew’s Church, Upper 
Buchanan, had made an Easter gift to 
the church of stained glass for six win- 
dows, four of which—three in the chancel 
and one behind the choir—had been filled 
with the glass. The remainder of the 
glass will be placed in two windows of 
the vestry room which the Woman’s 
Auxiliary intends to erect. After the 
second service on Easter Day, the vestries 
of St. Andrew’s, and of St. John’s, Lower 
Buchanan, observing how much St. An- 
drew’s Church was beautified by the new 
glass, directed Mr. S. G. Harmon, senior 
warden, to order stained glass for six 
more windows to be presented to the 
church by themselves. 

In a letter dated April 26th, Mr. Cooper 


says that a day-school was to be opened 
May 2d, in the house erected by the 
Woman’s Auxiliary in one of the hea- 
then villages. One hundred dollars have 
been pledged by members of the Auxil- 
iary for the annual stipend of the teacher, 
Mr. Davis, who will devote a part of his 
time to this work. Mr.- Harmon has 
offered to pay fifty dollars yearly toward 
the stipend of a teacher if a day-school 
shall be opened at his place, and it is 
hoped that the Bishop will be able to 
authorize the undertaking. 

Referring to the foregoing, the Board 
of Managers, at its last meeting, adopted 
the following resolution: ‘‘That the 
Board commends the congregation of St. 
Andrew’s, Bassa, for their local mission- 
ary efforts asrecited in the letters of their 
rector written in April.” 

A letter from Mr. Cooper of May 18th, 
reports that the day-school referred to in 
his letter of April 26th was opened 
May 2d. 


LENT AND EASTER AT SINOE. 

The Lenten and Easter services were 
faithfully observed in St. Paul’s Church, 
Sinoe, by the rector and the people of the 
church. On Ash-Wednesday Divine 
service was held at seven o’clock in 
the morning, and at noon the Bishop, 
who had just arrived on his way to 
Cape Palmas, administered Confirmation. 
Throughout the Lenten season services 
were held on every Wednesday and Fri- 
day, and daily during Holy Week. 

On Easter Day the church, which has 
not yet been completed, was beautifully 
decorated with flowers. Atfour o’clock in 
the morning the choir and congregation 
met at the rectory, and, accompanied by 
the rector, marched singing to the 
church, when the first service of the 
day took place. The whole observance 
of the festival was unusually enthusias- 
tic, and it is believed that Sinoe never 
before witnessed so joyful an Easter. 


CHINA. 


THE BISHOP’S RECENT VISITATIONS. 
SHANGHAI, May 18th, 1898. 


_ I reacHED Shanghai on the 15th in- 


of the valley stations, and this is to give 
you an account of the visitation. 
I left Shanghai on the 14th of April on 


stant, on my return from the visitation the river steamer ‘‘ Tatung,” taking with 


ae 
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“me the Rev. J. L. Rees and Mrs. Rees, 
Pana the Rev. G. F. Mosher and Miss 
Mosher. Mr. Rees went to study the 
methods of work in the up-river mission 
in order to introduce them into the 
Shanghai work, Mr. Mosher went to be 
ordained with the two others at Hankow, 
and Miss Mosher to secure needed rest 
and change after a very trying time at 
the orphanage, in which she had been 
severely taxed in nursing a number of 
the children through severe illnesses. 

We arrived at Hankow at six o’clock 
on the morning of the 17th and were met 
by the members of the mission. I went 
to the Church of St. John on the conces- 
sion and took the sermon there, Mr. 
Roots reading the service. 

On Monday we crossed to Wuchang to 
see the mission and arrange for the meet- 
ings and work to be done during the 
next two weeks. 

On the 20th Mr. Huntington returned 
from a month’s absence, spent in visiting 
the country work around Sha-sze, and re- 
ported that he had found much to en- 
courage him in all the stations he had 
visited. He had gone on this trip farther 
than ever before and visited the newly 
opened work in Sha-yang. In the after- 
noon I returned to Wuchang to spend a 
few days there. On the 21st I visited the 
mission premises at Kao-chia-hang and 
Fu-kai, two points in Wuchang where 
we once had a fairly flourishing work. 
Owing to the want of men to man the 
Wuchang station it has been impossible 
to keep up these places, and I was much 
saddened to see the state of the place at 
Fu-kai. The side walls had fallen down, 
and all was dilapidation and ruin. I 
have given orders to rebuild the walls 
and to begin a new work there. Mr. 
Partridge will do all that he can to carry 
it on; but I could not ask that of him if 
I did not feel sure that relief is coming 
and that we can begin to move forward 
again. 

We began the 23d (Saturday) with a 
celebration of the Holy Communion in 
the Church of the Nativity at 7:30. The 
day had been set apart for a day for the 
clergy to spend in retreat, as a prepara- 
tion for the ordination of two of our 
number, and for spiritual rest and re- 
freshment for the rest of us. The clergy 
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from Hankow joined us, and we spent 
the day together in devotional exercises. 
I made the addresses, which were four in 
number, two in the morning and two in 
the afternoon. The subject chosen was 
‘‘The Missionary Priest in China,” and 
was divided into four addresses, which 
treated successively of his work, his 
trials, his strength, and his reward. I 
think we all felt stronger for the time we 
spent together on this day. 

On Sunday, April 24th, I preached at 
the service at Wuchang and confirmed a 
class of fourteen presented by Mr. Par- 
tridge. The service was a very hearty 
one and well attended. 

On Monday, St. Mark’s Day, the ordi- 
nation was held in St. Paul’s Church, 
Hankow. The services of the day were 
as follows: At 9 A.M. Morning Prayer 
was said by the Rev. J. A. Ingle, the 
Rev. D. T. Huntington, and the Rev. S. 
I. Wang. At 10:30 the ordination ser- 
vice began. The church was filled with 
a congregation of about 450, amongst 
whom by far the greater part were men. 
A procession was formed, headed by the 
cross bearer of the Wuchang choir, who 
was followed by the choirs from Wuchang 
and Hankow. The service proceeded in 
regular order, the sermon being preached 
by the Rev. S. C. Partridge, and the 
Bishop being assisted in the Holy Com- 
munion by the Rev. J. A. Ingle and the 
Rev. M. P. Kwei. Mr. Partridge, Mr. 
Ingle, and Mr. Rees presented the candi- 
dates. 

I must mention a somewhat unusual 
circumstance in connection with this ser- 
vice. In the congregation was a Chinese 
gentleman, who was connected with the 
Chinese newspaper published in Han- 
kow. He was much interested in the 
service, and a day or two after he gave 
the editorial column in the paper to a de- 
scription of the service which was very 
fair and accurate. Such a thing as this I 
have never known before, and it requires 
a good deal of courage to risk the circu- 
lation of the paper by an article on Chris- 
tianity. 

In the afternoon of the same day we 
held « meeting of the clergy to discuss 
various matters of mission business, and 
the meeting was continued on the next 
morning. 
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On the 28th Mr. Ingle, Mr. Rees, and 
Mr. Mosher started for Han-ch’uan by 
chair across country, as the Han river 
was so much swollen by a freshet as to 
prohibit any boat from travelling up 
against the current. In the afternoon 
Mr. Huntington and I walked to Ch’iao- 
kou, a suburb of Hankow, to visit the 
work there, which is under his charge. 

On the 30th I left Hankow for Han- 
ch’uan, travelling by chair, as the river 
was still too high to enable a boat to 
start. I reached my destination about 
half-past five in the afternoon, having 
done the distance, partly walking to rest 
my men, in about seven hours. The 
going was, of course, very bad all the 
first part of the way, as we had had rain 
for days, which had rendered the roads 
so bad that a good deal of the time the 
men were unable to use them, and we 
had to go through the standing crops to 
get along. On arriving, I found all the 
clergy in the mission house, where Mr. 
Ingle and the Deacon were busy examin- 
ing candidates as they had been for the 
two days that they had been there. The 
mission hquse had no room for so large a 


party as ours, and we had not, as we 


have always had before, our boat to live 
in, so we were furnished with rooms in a 
large pawn shop kept by a Mr. Chang. 
The building is new and had not been 
used for some time, as the bad state of 
the farmers around Han-ch’uan, which 
has been caused by the floods of the past 
three years, had made the business a fail- 
ure. They were unable to redeem their 
pledges, and as he had to transport the 
clothing to distant cities to sell it, he 
closed the business. Mr. Ingle finished 
his examination of the candidates in the 
evening and we were ready for the Sun- 
day services. 

On Sunday Mr. Ingle and I took the 
ten o’clock service, at which he baptized 
thirty-three, and afterwards admitted 
thirty-four as catechumens, with the ser- 
vice which we use for that purpose. 

At 11:30 I celebrated the Holy Com- 
munion and preached, and at 4 P.M. con- 
firmed thirty persons. At all these ser- 
vices we used the new Mandarin Prayer 
Book and there were noticeably better 
responses from the congregation. This 
work at Han-ch’uan is very thoroughly 
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done, and the candidates are better pre- 
pared every time I go there, which is the 
result of the faithful work of the Deacon 
and the catechists both in the city and in 
the villages round about, and also of the 
careful examination which is given per- 
sonally to each candidate by the Priest in 
charge of the work. The two clergymen 
from Shanghai were much interested in 
watching the methods of work as it is 
conducted here and in our other stations 
in the up-river district. 

Mr. Rees and I started down the river 
in a small boat for Hankow at night, 
leaving Mr. Ingle and Mr. Mosher to 
make a tour of the villages round Han- 
ch’uan. We reached Hankow by day- 
light the next morning, going down with 
the rapid current very swiftly. The next 
three days were spent in making plans 
for the new buildings that will be neces- 
sary for Hankow and Wuchang and in 
seeing the builders to get estimates of the 
probable cost. It is imperative that as 
soon as possible we should proceed with 
the girls’ school and residence for ladies 
in Wuchang, and also build a house in 
Hankow, where it is no longer possible 
to rent quarters for missionaries, all avail- 
able houses being occupied. 

On May 6th we held a series of meetings 
for the Christians of our mission in Han- 
kow and Wuchang. We have never at- 
tempted before to unite all in a general 
meeting, and it seemed highly desirable 
both to show the Christians themselves 
how strong a body they really are, and to 
give them help and instruction. Our first 
meeting was for the clergy and workers, 
such’ as catechists, teachers, and Bible- 
women. We began at 10:30 in the morn- 
ing. The Rev. Y.T. Lio delivered an ad- 
dress on ‘‘ Faithfulness in Little Things,” 
and I followed with an instruction on 
prayer. Before and after the addresses 
there were appropriate hymns and 
prayers. 

Our second meeting was intended for 
all Christians and was held at 2:30 in 
the afternoon. The attendance was 
very good, considering the fact that the 
rain was falling so heavily during the 
first address that the speaker was often 
inaudible. Had it been fine weather 
every seat would have been filled. At 
this meeting there were three addresses. 
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The first was by the Rev. D. T. Hunting- 
ton, on “The Necessity of Right Living 
in All Christians,” the second by the Rev. 
L. H. Roots, on ‘The Necessity for All 
Christians to Exert Themselves for the 
Spread of Their Religion,” and the third 
by the Rev. S. C. Partridge, on ‘The 
Necessity of Unity in the Church and in 
the Mission.” 

Our third meeting was held at 7:30 in 
the evening, and, as the weather was still 
unsettled, the attendance was not so sat- 
isfactory. as at the two former ones. 
There were two addresses made, the first 
by the Rev. J. A. Ingle, on ‘‘Christ the 
Saviour from Superstition,” and the sec- 
ond by the Rev. S. I. Wang, on ‘‘ Christ 
the Saviour from Sin.”” We hope to make 
this service a yearly one, and to unite, by 
means of if, our congregations in Han- 
kow and on the other side of the river. 

On Sunday, May 8th, I preached at St. 
John’s Church at the English service and 
confirmed one candidate. At the after- 
noon service in St. Paul’s, I preached in 
Chinese and confirmed a class of twenty- 
four, presented partly by Mr. Ingle and 
partly by Mr. Huntington. 

On the 9th, I was busy with building 
plans and estimates and also crossed to 
Wuchang and visited the new work at 
the Pao-ngan gate. This work seems to 
be very encouraging, as the men who are 
candidates for Baptism there are all in 
business. At night Mr. Ingle, Mr. Mosher, 
and I started for Kiukiang to visit the 
mission lot at Kuling. I am happy to 
say that IJ can now substantiate from 
actual inspection what has been said about 
the advantages of this place to erect a 
sanitarium. Availing myself of the au- 
thority granted by the Board I have 
planned to move the present Kiukiang 
bungalow to Kuling; but I find that it 
will not do to erect a wooden building 
there, as the winters are too hard on the 
mountain top. I have therefore adver- 
tised the building for sale and will try to 
erect another building similar to the 
buildings that are now being erected by 
other missions at Kuling. In case I cannot 
sell this building as it stands I shall turn 
it in to the contractor we employ to use 
in the wood-work of the new building. 
The new house will be built of stone, cut 
out roughly on the mountain, and will 
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cost about $1,500. There will be an im- 
mediate saving to the mission in the fact 
that we shall not need so large an appro- 
priation for the sanitarium as at present. 
At the present site we do not own the 
ground, but pay a yearly lease, while at 
Kuling we own the land, and shall only 
have to pay the sum we now pay for care 
of the premises during the winter. As 
new people come out the Board will ap- 
preciate the advantages of having a house 
there, for it will probably save them hun- 
dreds of dollars which would otherwise 
have to be spent in sending people down 
the river and to Chefoo or Japan. 

Continuing my course down the river 
I reached Wuhu, with Mr. Mosher, on 
the 13th, and held service there and con- 
firmed one man. There was no oppor- 
tunity this time to visit the new work at 
Fanchang which had been visited by Mr. 
Yen about two weeks before. We left 
Wuhu the next morning and reached 
Shanghai on the morning of the 15th and 
were glad to find Mr. Smalley waiting for 
us on the wharf with the news that all 
was well with the mission.

ST. PAUL'S DIVINITY-SCHOOL, WUCHANG. 


The Rev. S. C. Partridge writes from 
Wuchang, May 16th, as follows: ‘‘I take 
great pleasure and satisfaction in notify- 
ing you of an important step in the prog- 
ress of this mission, namely, the begin- 
ning of St. Paul’s Divinity-school at 
Wuchang. In the will of the late Miss 
Ward * she left me $2,000 gold, to be de- 
voted to any purpose I thought best, in 
memory of her mother and aunt. The 
most pressing need here is the Divinity- 
school, and much as I needed the money 
for other purposes I felt it my duty to 
tender it to the Bishop for that purpose. 
At the recent meeting of the Bishop and 
clergy here (at which there were present 
the Rev. Messrs. Ingle, Huntington, and 
Roots, in addition to the Rev. Messrs. 
Rees and Mosher, from Shanghai) a plan 
for such a school was submitted and ap- 
proved of, and the offer of the money 
was accepted. No time was lost in secur- 


* Miss Lily Funsten Ward, missionary teacher and 
principal of the Jane Bohlen Memorial School, died 
at Shanghai, June 27th, 1897. [Ep. 
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ing a builder, and I am pleased to be able 
to state that ground is now being broken 
for the school—a neat, substantial two- 
story building adjacent to and modelled 
after the Church of the Nativity. This 
building contains twenty-two rooms, 
viz., eight large rooms downstairs and 
fourteen single rooms upstairs. Twelve 
rooms are for students, and two are re- 
served for foreigners. We hope to occu- 
py the building in the early fall. 

‘‘ This is the first theological school in 
our mission, and the first in all central 
China, and marks a newera. Hitherto, 
our theological students have had to do 
the best they could in the general school 
buildings or in some temporarily vacated 
house. We have moved about like the 
Tabernacle in the wilderness, with no 
place of permanent rest. This has been 
a most unfortunate state of things and 
has interfered seriously with our plans 
for systematic training. It is the unani- 
mous testimony of all the clergy, both 
native and foreign, that it is most desira- 
ble in every way to separate the theologi- 
cal students from the general schools and 
give them a place where they can live 
and work and be trained together under 
the direct personal supervision of some 
foreign clergyman. The devotional part 
of their training—which is so all-impor- 
tant in the formation of character in 
China—cannot otherwise be carried on 
as it should be. 

“We have not planned for any large 
institution; numbers mean nothing in 
China at present; what we are after is 
quality, not quantity. We are prepar- 
ing only for twelve students, viz., two 
classes of six each; indeed, we have not 
the facilities for training more than these. 
At present the school consists of four 
only. Others will be carefully selected 
and added from time to time. It is to us 
here and to this institution that the mis- 
sions on the river must look for the men 
who are to go forth and preach the Gos- 
pel to this heathen multitude. We must 
furnish the leaders and teachers for the 
great flocks who now are beginning to 
turn tous. Surely this is of the very first 
importance; indeed, everything else in 
the;mission is secondary to it. 

“‘The funds which Miss Ward gave 


me will enable me to erect the main por- 
tion of the structure; Bishop Graves has 
kindly helped me to complete it. For 
the outhouses and servants’ quarters, 
etc., I must look to my friends at home, 
and especially for the furnishing of the 
building. I estimate that it will cost 
about twenty-five dollars gold to furnish 
a large room and about fifteen dollars 
to furnish each bedroom. I ask your 
kind interest in this matter. Surely there 
are many churches and individuals at 
home who would like to share in this 
work. I make this our first claim— 
schools, science buildings, hospitals, or- 
phanages all follow in their appropriate 
places; but the training and sending out 
of the preachers of the Gospel comes 
first. I ask that you will read this letter 
to the Board at its next meeting and se- 
cure their hearty co-operation, and above 
all their most earnest prayers, for St. 
Paul’s Divinity-school. May it, under 
God’s blessing, prove a centre of light 
and truth in this great land of darkness. 

‘‘Please note carefully that this is not 
a memorial to Miss Ward. Her memorial 
is the new St. Hilda’s School for Girls. 
This is quite separate. Itis her own gift, 
by which she being dead yet speaketh, 
in memory of her mother and aunt. 

‘‘As I write news has come of a serious 
riot at Sha-sze and the burning of the 
foreign buildings. This time it had noth- 
ing to do with the missions, which were 
spared, but was aimed against the cus- 
toms officers who collect the new salt 
revenue. The officials and people are 
very indignant here that this should 
have been pledged to England for the re- 
cent loan, and they are showing their 
displeasure in the usual way. All is 
quiet here, I am thankful to say. We 
are looking forward eagerly to welcom- 
ing our new workers in the fall.” 

——The Illustrated London News 
states that Dr. Waldegrave Rock Thomp- 
son, of 9 Riverscourt Road, Hammer- 
smith, London, who died on January 
28th, leaving an estate valued at £56,864, 
bequeathed £1,000 to the Irish Church 
Mission Society and the residue of his 
property to the English Church Mission- 
ary Society.

NOTES OF THE MISSION. 

INFORMATION has been received that the 
Bishop of Tokyo has appointed as the 
standing committee of the jurisdiction 
for the ensuing year: The Rev. Dr. John 
Davis, the Rev. Messrs. Arthur Lloyd, 
Edmund R. Woodman, and Charles H. 
Kvans, and Dr. Henry Laning, and Pro- 
_ fessor James McD. Gardiner. 

Among the resolutions adopted by the 
Tokyo Convocation (composed of mis- 
sionaries of this Church), which sat April 
19th and 20th, were the following : 

‘““That the Bishop be requested to ap- 
point a committee whose duty it shall be 
to recommend the translation of such 
books as may to them seem advisable, 
and to whom shall be referred all books 
that it is proposed to publish with mission 
money.” 

_“*That the Bishop be requested to ap- 
point a committee, with himself as chair- 
man, to draw up a memorial to the House 
of Bishops, requesting them to take some 
action looking towards a change in the 
method of electing Foreign Missionary 
Bishops, by which nominations may be 
made by some body which can meet 
whenever necessary during the recess of 
the House.” 

‘‘That the American mission in Japan 
in convocation assembled earnestly re- 
quests the General Convention to ac- 


knowledge the territorial division already 


established by the Synod of the Japanese 
Church by erecting a new Missionary 
Jurisdiction of Tokyoto be called the Mis- 
sionary Jurisdiction of Kyoto.” 
‘WHEREAS, in view of the fact that 
the time when the Japanese Church will 
be able to relieve our Foreign Missionary 
Society of its financial responsibility for 
the work in Japan and the time when 
foreign missionaries will be withdrawn 
from Japan are both far distant; and 
WHEREAS, in view of the fact that the 
separation of the two divisions of the Mis- 
sionary Jurisdiction of Tokyo by more 
than 300 miles renders it impossible for 
one Bishop advantageously to shepherd 
the flock committed to his charge; be it 
Resolved : That the clerical and lay mem- 
bers of the American Church mission in 
Japan in convocation assembled do hereby 


earnestly request the Genera] Convention 
to elect an additional Bishop.” 

In the letter covering this Bishop Mc- 
Kim writes, under date of May 11th: 
‘‘An additional Bishop will not be asked 
for Japan unless the Kyoto synod (Japan- 
ese), which meets the 25th instant, ap- 
prove it by a good majority vote.” Un- 
der the first two resolutions foregoing, 
the members other than the Bishop on 
each were appointed as follows: Bishop 
Williams and the Rev. James Chappell 
on the first, and Bishop Williams, the 
Rey. Messrs. Woodman and Patton, and 
Dr. Laning on the second. 

The delegates elected to the General 
Convention were: The Rev. J. L. Patton 
and Dr. Henry Laning. 

Under date of May 25th the Bishop 
writes: ‘‘ Holy Trinity Church, Kyoto, 
was consecrated to-day, all of the clergy 
in the Diocese of Kyoto being present, 
and also Archdeacon Warren of the 
Church Missionary Society mission. The 
synod of the Diocese of Kyoto is in ses- 
sion.” 

It will be remembered that the church 
referred to has been erected from the con- 
tributions of members of the Church of 
the Holy Trinity, Philadelphia, made 
under the rectorship of the present 
Bishop-Coadjutor of Rhode Island. 


THE REY. T. MATSUYAMA. 

The frontispiece, this month, presents 
a portrait of the Rev. T. Matsuyama, of 
Kyoto, Japan. About two years ago 
Mr. Matsuyama, who had been for some 
years a Christian, and was one of the 
first three native Congregationalist min- 
isters, applied to the Rev. A. D. Gring, 
at Kyoto, to be received into our mission. 
After careful preparation he was con- 
firmed and subsequently ordained. F 

Mr. Matsuyama’s experiences in seek- 
ing the truth of Christianity were most 
interesting, and his career in Japan after 
his conversion has been very honorable 
and useful. In 1872, fearing lest the for- 
eign religion known as Christianity 
might endanger the country, Mr. Mat- 
suyama concluded to examine the real 
nature of this very hostile religion in 
order to find the best and quickest way 
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to exterminate it and its consequent evils. 
After a thoughtful consultation with his 
friends, who were then either in the 
public service of the government or in 
private professions, he secretly left Tokyo 
for Kobe, his only object being to inves- 
tigate Christianity in order to become 
its persecutor. In the meantime he con- 
cealed his real name and temporarily as- 
sumed the fictitious name of Kanzo Seki, 
because he was afraid of the people and 
their criticism. 

In Kobe, Mr. Matsuyama sought for a 
teacher of the new religion and fell in 
with Dr. Greene, from whom he learned 
the truths of the Bible and with whom he 
studied numerous books on Christianity. 
In 1873 he accepted acall from the eccles- 
iastical board of the government, which 
had entire charge of religious and educa- 
tional affairs, and returned to Tokyo. 
Concerning the establishment of a great 
institution of learning where both Shin- 
toism and Buddhism would be taught for 
the training of young students, a dis- 
agreement took place between him and 
others of the board, and so, for the sec- 
ond time, he left Tokyo for Kobe, where 
he continued toseek the hidden truths of 
Christianity with greater zeal than ever. 
In the beginning of the following year, 
his doubts were gradually dispersed, and 
instead of faults and vices, he found 
many good doctrines. He began to 
recognize, though very faintly at first, 
the tender face of his only true Saviour, 
Jesus Christ, whom he had hated bitterly. 
Then, by degrees, his sense of conversion 
and gratitude became stronger, and his 
faith in our Lord was greatly increased, 
and through the gracious guidance of the 
Holy Ghost he obtained courage to brave 
manifold trials and persecutions, and 
was finally baptized by Dr. Greene on 
the 19th of April, 1874. 

In June, 1874, a call came to Mr. Mat- 
suyama from the American Bible Society 
in Yokohama to assist in the work of 
translating the New Testament into the 
Japanese language, and he accepted it. 
In 1880, the work was completed. In 
April, 1880, he accepted a call from the 
Kobe Church, and on the 4th of June 
was ordained as its pastor. Among 
those who laid hands upon his head were 
Dr. Davis, the late Rev. Dr. Neeshima, 
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the late Sawayama, and many other 
well known ministers. In 1884, he was 
elected as one of the committee to take 
charge of the translation work of the re- 
maining portion of the Bible by vote of 
the churches of all the denominations 
then existing in Japan, and from among 
that committee he was chosen as one of 
the translators. The work was completed 
in August, 1887. 

In 1887, a call came from the Heian 
Church, in Kyoto. On his way to Ky- 
oto, in November of that year, Mr. Mat- 
suyama stopped at Osaka, where he was 
needed to aid Messrs. Okuno, Uyemura, 
and Allchin in publishing the New Hym- 
nal, Shinsen Sambika, though the hymns 
had been previously translated or com- 
posed by him and others in Tokyo. Onthe 
2d of December, 1887, he became the pas- 
tor of the Heian Church. In April, 1890, 
the Japan Home Mission Society went 
through many changes and elected him 
as its president; but as Dr. Neeshima had 
requested him to work for the Doshisha, 
he declined the position. The offer was, 
however, several times renewed, so that 
finally he felt constrained to accept it 
with the understanding that he would 
hold the office until some recent changes 
made in the society should have proved 
themselves practicable and _ beneficial. 
In September, as he felt that his condi- 
tions were quite fulfilled, he resigned. 

In September, 1891, Mr. Matsuyama 
resigned his pastorate and devoted him- 
self to the education of the young men in 
the Doshisha. In July, 1893, when it 
was decided in the trustees’ meeting that 
a regular professor of the Doshisha should 
not be a member of the board of trus- 
tees he resigned his trusteeship which he 
had held for the previous fourteen years. 
Since then he has given himself simply 
to his work in the institution. In the 
theological school, he taught Shintoism 
and the history of religions in Japan ; in 
the law school, the history of the Jap- 
anese Government ; in the academic de- 
partment, Japanese history and classics; 
and in the collegiate course of the girls’ 
school, the history of Japanese literature 
and the classics. In June, 1896, he re- 
signed his professorship in the Doshisha; 
but he is connected with the institution 
as a manager of its funds and property.

THE Missionary Council, at 
Chicago, in 1893, adopted a 
resolution that, during the 
continuance of the Council, 
a pause should be made each 
day at twelve o’clock for 
brief prayer for the coming 


of Christ’s Kingdom in all 
the world, and recommend- 
ing the custom of noonday 
prayer for missions to all 
gatherings of Churchpeople, 
and to the clergy and mission 
stations at home and abroad. 


THE Church of England Missionary Conference, held in London in May, 1894, 
adopted the custom of noonday prayer upon suggestion from the American Church, 
and in their report said: ‘‘The conference is now among the things of the past. Is it 
too much to hope that at least one permanent memorial of it may remain amongst us, 
and that from many of our churches the noontide bell may call us, in the field, the 
workshop, or the mart, to lift our hearts, at any rate for a moment, in prayer for all 
missions of the Church of Christ?” The House of Bishops in Minneapelis adopted 
the observance, and it may now be considered an established custom commended by 
the highest authority. 


INTERCESSION. . : 


Our blessed Saviour in giving the great Commission promised His presence to 
the Church unto the end of the world. Therefore let us earnestly beseech Him to 
make every mission station to be a centre of light and a channel of life; to inflame 
the missionaries with zeal and love; to grant them guidance and protection ; to send 
forth many who are wise to win souls; and to give all Christian people a willing 
heart to sustain and further the work of missions for the glory of the Triune God in 
the salvation of all men.

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REPORTS OF OTHER SOCIETIES. 


THE ANNUAL MEETING OF THE SOCIETY FOR 
THE PROPAGATION OF THE GOSPEL. 


THE last annual meeting of the Society 
for the Propagation of the Gospel was 
held in St. James’s Hall, London, May 
5th. The gross income of the society 
reached the large sum of £317,512, 18s., 
10d. Concerning this, the report of the 
society says: ‘‘This extraordinary total, 
which makes all comparison with former 
years to be valueless, is owing to the un- 
precedented amount of legacies—£27,458 
to the general fund and £177,981 to spe- 
cial funds. This last item represents 
almost entirely the munificent bequest of 
the late Mr. Alfred Marriott, of Hopton 
Grange, Yorkshire. It is divided into 
two parts; one, being a sixth part of 
residue, amounted to £71,235, 1s., 4d., 
while from the other, the balance of 
residue, the treasurers have received 
£106,229, 16s., 11d., and there is a small 
further sum yet to be received. The 
whole sum is to be spent equally on (a) 
churches, (6) colleges, schools, and hos- 
pitals; hence it should be remembered 
that, although the Church in foreign 
parts has already profited and will con- 
tinue to profit in the future by Mr. Mar- 
riott’s gift, the general fund of the soci- 
ety, which is devoted to the support of 
living agents, will in no way be relieved. 
The first portion of this bequest is to be 
expended within six years of the testator’s 
decease, while to the second no limitation 
of time is fixed.” 

The Archbishop of Canterbury presided 
over the meeting, and delivered a very 
fervid and vigorous speech in behalf of 
Foreign Missions. Addresses were also 
delivered by the Bishops of Bombay, 
Goulburn, Corea, and Melanesia, and by 
Sir Charles Turner, K.0.1.E. 


THE NINETY-NINTH ANNIVERSARY OF THE 
CHURCH MISSIONARY SOCIETY. 

The ninety-ninth anniversary of the 
English Church Missionary Society was a 
most memorableandsuccessfulone. Never 
before was the competition for seats keener 
beforehand or the number of persons pres- 
ent in Exeter Hall and St. James’s Hall 
so great. Hven the standing-room was 
occupied, and the serried rows of the 


clergy on the great platforms were a 
goodly sight to behold. At Exeter Hall 
there was an overflow meeting in the 
lower hall. The evening meeting in the 


large hall was also full and enthusiastic. . 


Seven Bishops were present at the morn- 
ing meeting in the upper hall, and many 
deans, archdeacons, and other clergy- 
men, as well as some of the nobility and 
members of Parliament. 

At this meeting addresses were deliv- 
ered by the President, Sir John H. Ken- 
naway, M.P.; the Bishop of London, Mr. 
J. R. Mott, general secretary of the 
World’s Student Christian Federation ; 
the Rey. Dr. Wace, the Rev. G. H. Pole, 
from Japan, and the Rey. C. H. Gill, 
from India. At the conclusion of the 
last named gentleman’s address, the hon- 
orary secretary of the society stated that 
a wealthy friend had within the last few 
days offered to place at the disposal of 
the society the sum of $5,000 a year for a 
mission in one of the native states to 
which Mr. Gill referred. 

The meeting in St. James’s Hall was 
addressed by Bishop Ingham, Colonel 
Robert Williams, Sir George Baden-Pow- 
ell, M.p., the Rev. J. C. Hoare, Bishop- 
designate of Victoria (Hong Kong), and 
the Rev. J. C. Garrett, from Ceylon. 

The evening meeting in the large hall 
was addressed by the Dean of Norwich, 
Lord Kinnaird, the Rev. C. T. Warren, 
from Japan, and the Rev. 8. A. Selwyn. 
‘‘Hngland,” said the Dean of Norwich, 
‘‘loves a large scheme; she fights shy of 
a small one.” He wanted a million 
pounds for the centenary offering next 
year. <A million is spent in England 
every month for tobacco. A million would 
not be grudged for an ironclad to destroy 
lives. Should not England’s sons and 
daughters give a million to save souls ? 
This, he pressed on the audience, must 
be asked for; this must be prayed for. 

The closing address, by the Rev. S. A. 
Selwyn, son of the famous first Bishop 
of New Zealand, was a very solemn one. 
One great cry, he said, had gone out 
through that important and happy day: 
‘‘ Wanted ! recruits to fill the gaps and to 
extend the work.” He went on to point 
out what sort of men were wanted in the 
mission field. He took as his motto the 
Lord’s words to Simon Peter, ‘Thou 
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shalt catch men.” ‘‘ Pray,” he said, ‘‘that 
the Church may be baptized with the 
Holy Ghost”; and concluded by earnestly 
pleading with God for this blessing. 


A SPECIAL APPEAL FOR CHINA. 

The general committee of the English 
Church Missionary Society have issued a 
special appeal for a great extension of 
missionary work throughout China. They 
proceed to point out the marked changes 
which have recently taken place in that 
land in the minds of the Chinese, and 
in the political position of the country, 
reminding their friends that evidence is 
constantly accumulating that the advan- 
tages of higher western education, west- 
ern literature, and western science, are 
being sought after amongst upper classes 
in a manner and degree at variance with 
all precedent ; that not only is the West 
river with its new treaty. port thrown 
open to the world, but that by the ‘‘con- 
cessions ” recently agreed to by the Chi- 
nese Government most important and 
far reaching arrangements have been 
made, which will throw the whole valley 
of the Yang-tse, in its course of 3,000 
miles, more open than ever to missionary 
enterprise. After appealing for special 
prayer to be offered on behalf of the 
queen’s advisers that they may be rightly 
guided in the serious situation at present 
existing in China, the memorandum closes 
in the following terms : ‘‘ Recognizing in 
the combination of circumstances referred 
to a distinct and definite call from God to 
the Church of Christ to stand forth in a 
spirit of readiness to press forward with 
promptitude as occasion is offered, and 
thus go in and possess the land of China 
for Him, they would invite all who cher- 
ish a holy enthusiasm for the extension 
of the Redeemer’s Kingdom, and more 
particularly those who are in positions 
of responsibility connected with the For- 
eign missionary enterprise, to join with 
them in earnest and believing prayer 
that the Holy Ghost may so fire the 
hearts of God’s people that workers and 
means may speedily be provided for the 
far more adequate occupation of this 
portion of the heathen world.” 


A TOUCHING ACCOUNT. 
Miss CopRINGTON, who so nearly lost 
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her life at the time of the massacre of 
missionaries at Hwa-sang, near Ku- 
cheng, China, has recovered from the 
injuries she sustained and has. returned 
to her work. She gives the following 
touching account of the way in which . 
she was received by the native Christians 
and others: ‘‘The sympathy and love 
shown everywhere from every class of 
people were very touching. One woman 
came and stroked my face softly and told 
how sorry they had been; even the rough 
coolies were full of concern. But what — 
gave me most joy was that at a village 
we came to about noon on Thursday, a 
woman from Hwa-sang came out and 
spoke to me, almost tremblingly at first; 
for I think she feared I would shrink. 
from her, knowing where she came from. 
It enabled me to send a message to the 
Hwa-sang people of God’s love and for- 
bearance toward them. On Sunday at 
Ku-cheng it was such a pleasure to go 
over to the chapel and see the old faces, 
and find new ones too. 

‘“We only stayed in Ku-cheng four 
days. All along the way the 
Christians were ready to give us a hearty 
welcome. As we neared Sa-iong the stir 
and excitement increased, and at the last 
stop, a village three miles short of our 
destination, my chair was so crowded I 
thought it would break. If we had re- 
sponded to all the invitations to drink 
tea, we might have lengthened out our 
journey for some days. Dear people! 
their love is very sweet. 

‘*As to the welcome in Sa-iong itself, 
it is hard to write of it, it has all been so 
wonderful! Oh, to see the women’s 
faces, and to feel the clasp of their hands, 
was more than sufficient reward for com- 
ing back tothem! Some of these women 
we had yearned and prayed over in the 
past, and you can understand the joy of 
finding that since we had left they had 
come out for Jesus. Truly God is ‘a God 
that worketh for him that waiteth for 
Him.’ That evening all the Christian 
men and boys came up to return thanks 
to God, and it was with a very full heart 
that I looked round on those benches of 
bright faces, kept by the power of God 
through the days of trouble and persecu- 
tion. Do you wonder we love them, and 
rejoice to be allowed the privilege once 
more of working amongst them?” 
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RUSSIANS AND ICELANDERS IN 
OUR NORTH-WEST. 


‘‘Some Americans from Oversea” is 
the title of an article in Harpers’ 
Monthly, by Kirk Munroe. He had 
been sent by that magazine into the 
North-west, to observe and report con- 
cerning the Russian, Finn, and Icelandic 
immigrants of thatregion. His inquiries 
concerning the Russians were made easy 
by Dr. C. C. Young, a young American- 
ized Russian, who has been instrumental 
in bringing more of his people to this 
country than any other person. He is 
now ‘‘an American citizen, and is in- 
tensely proud of his adopted country.” 

-**His Russians” are descended from 
German ancestors whom Peter the Great 
by liberal promises induced to settle in 
his dominions. But their descendants 
find great Peter’s successors less liberal 
than he, and those who have been able to 
escape that tyranny are making Ameri- 
can homes and rearing American citizens 
in North Dakota. Pictorial illustrations 
of their houses—at first built of sods and 
later of unburnt brick—show as rapid 
progress as similar illustrations of homes 
evolved from log-cabins to frame houses 
by migrants from New England to ‘‘the 
West.” 

Still more striking are similar illustra- 
tions of the homes and the thrift of Ice- 
landers whom he found in such numbers 
as to have post-offices bearing such 
names as as ‘‘ Walhalla, Gardar, Mira, 
Hallson, Maida, and Hensel.” 

Most striking of all is the pretty pic- 
ture of a school-house, with its pupils 
grouped in front of it, and below them 
the inscription, ‘‘American Children of 
Icelandic Parentage at the Gardar Dis- 
trict School.” The American flag floats 
above the building.—Church at Home 
and Abroad. 


FRAGMENTS. 


——Nyassaland from its climatic and 
geographical condition is par excellence 
the land of industrial missions. The 
Zambesi industrial mission maintains 
some 600 acres of land under cultivation, 
and although small profits have hitherto 
been realized, owing to the coffee shrub 
only attaining fruition after three years’ 


growth, yet from the harvest of 1897 the 
sum of $18,000 is expected. 


——This opinion of a Japanese news- 
paper probably represents the feeling of 
many thoughtful peoplein Japan: | “The 
country feels deeply the necessity of 
morality and religion ; the whole nation 
feels it; we ourselves have no direct 
connection with religious parties, but we 
do firmly believe that religion is abso- 
lutely necessary to society, and that 
along with materialistic progress spiritual 
progress must go hand in hand.” 


——The Rev. W. J. Humphreys, the 
murdered principal of Fourah Bay Col- 
lege, is the first member of Ridley Hall, 
in England, who has met with a violent 
death in the mission-field. While in 
Cambridge Mr. Humphreys was known 
not only by his quiet earnestness, but as 
a most persevering worker. That reputa- 
tion he sustained in Africa, where, by his 
three-fold office of principal of a theolog- 
ical college, pastor of a parish, and evan- 
gelist, he in a few years fulfilled a great 
work. 


_——The Rev. A. B. Hutchinson, 
writing from Fukuoka in the southern- 
most of the four dioceses of Japan, says : 
‘*For three years this diocese has been 
stationary with about 700 adherents; now 
we have advanced to 835. So distinct 
a sign of progress for the whole area calls 
for thanksgiving for answer to prayer. 
We hear of new inquirers coming for- 
ward, and we feel our weakness numeri- 
cally, most keenly. We do 
trust that reinforcements may soon be on 
the way.” 


——Under the title of the Phil-African 
League, the well-known African linguist 
Heli Chatelain, who was temporarily 
connected with Bishop Taylor’s West 
African mission, has founded an Ameri- 
can society for the purpose of acquiring 
land on the healthy plateau between 
Benguela and Lake Nyassa. Here it is 
proposed to erect model Christian vil- 
lages, from which drink, slavery, and 
other social evils are to be excluded. 
The settlements are, further, to assume an 
industrial and agricultural character, 
and will serve as refuges for fugitive 
slaves.

THE WEEK OF PRAYER AND SELF-DENIAL. 


WE have no report to make of the fruits of the week of self-denial in so far 
as they affected the United Offering. The gifts gained in that week were gener- 
ally added to the amount being laid up in store through the mite-chests, and 
will be included in the entire offering of the individual members. 'The week of 
prayer was observed, we do not doubt, generally, and some notices of its obser- 
vance have reached us. At the Missions House Chapel each day the prayer 
saggested to the members of the Auxiliary was used at the noontide service. 

The secretary of the Albany Branch wrote, on May 31st: 


I thank you very much for the self-denial leaflets, for which I telegraphed you 
last week. The reason for my haste lay in the fact that I wanted to send them out 
to our diocesan clergy before Sunday, with the enclosed explanatory leaflet. I 
think the notice was very generally given out that day, and to-morrow, at 10:30, 
we hold our first service of the octave in St. Peter’s, Albany. 


The leaflet here referred to was signed by the president and secretary of the 
Albany Branch, and read as follows : 


The clergy of-the Diocese of Albany are earnestly requested by the diocesan 
branch of the Woman’s Auxiliary to observe the week of prayer as outlined in the 
enclosed leafiet, by using the special prayers and texts at all services during the 
octave of the Whitsun Embertide. 

This observance has the hearty commendation and endorsement of the Bishop 
of Albany. 


The rector of a Quincy parish writes: 


Our Woman’s Auxiliary have just met for their regular monthly prayer-meet- 
ing, and ask me to write for twenty-four boxes. We shall probably send our 
Deanery vice-president and one delegate to Washington. The interest in the Aux- 
iliary is increasing. I have a Missionary Guild, meeting monthly, when the 
monthly collections are presented and placed on the altar—one-half for Diocesan 
and General Missions each. Besides, the ‘‘ Improvement Guild” are paying a debt, 
and for more recent repairs, etc.~ During the past ten years they have raised nearly 
$4,000 for such objects. These two guilds, Missionary and Improvement, have, of 
course, prevented the Auxiliary doing more than they have done. All this will 
be changed by and by, of course, and the Auxiliary will come in more boldly for 
their share. And we have a good band to-day, if it is small as regards 
numbers. To-day, for the first time, I made the women take the entire devotional 
exercises among themselves; it will do them good. 

We observe the week of prayer by daily services in the church, and Celebrations 
on Wednesday and Thursday. 

From the secretary of the Springfield Branch we hear : 


We in Springfield kept the week of prayer and self-denial by joining in united 
services every morning at 9 o’clock, first in St. Paul’s and then in Christ Church. 
The three Priests were always present, and one of them gave us a beautiful and 
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helpful address every day. At the early Celebrations on Sunday we met as a body 
in our parish churches, and received the Holy Communion. Not many of us came 
to all the services, yet there were those who did, and we all feel strengthened by 
them. I wish we might have the same lovely week every year. 


A GOOD RECORD. 


From a parish of thirty communicants in the Diocese of Albany comes the 
following good report : 

Our society is but one year old, but we have developed much enthusiasm on 
the subject of missions. I know it will cheer your heart to learn that Connecticut 
is not the only diocese in which every woman in a parish may be a member of the 
Woman’s Auxiliary ; for such is the state of affairs in our own little church. We 
are a small congregation, but every woman in it, and our four young girls, are 
active members of our branch, paying a stated fee, and no one is in arrears, and no 
one has had to collect. We are only twenty-two, but I insist the per cent. is the 
same as though we were a hundred and twenty-two. We are five miles from the 
railroad, and so are denied many of the privileges of our friends who reside in towns, 
but I can assure you if ever, during the pleasant weather of summer or autumn, it 
could be arranged for yourself or some missionary to talk to us, we could make the 
speaker very welcome. We are near Saratoga or Schenectady. Perhaps some time 
it might not be so very much out of the way for some one to come to us. 


ANNUAL MEETINGS. 


THE Secretary is often urged to attend the Annual Meeting of’a branch in 
some remote diocese, under the plea that the Auxiliary is not firmly established 
there, that its active members are few, knowledge and interest are small, and 
her presence may accomplish what cannot be expected otherwise, in the way of 
setting the work upon a firmer basis and giving it a forward impulse. She is 
not always able to meet these requests, and, while regretting this inability, is 
often greatly cheered to learn by reports received after these meetings, that they 
passed off excellently well in her absence, and that the branches found within 
themselves material for the increase of knowledge and kindling of enthusiasm 
which they desired. This is so much the more to be desired that she gladly 
gives the following account of one such meeting, in the hope that it may en- 
courage other distant branches to rely more than hitherto upon their own latent 
powers. 

The President of the Western Texas Branch writes of its annual meeting as 
follows : 

Our meeting was really so interesting and enthusiastic that I kept wishing all 
the time that you were with us. 

Convocation week is over now, and most of the clergymen and their wives and 
our men and women sent as delegates have returned to their homes, and, it seems 
to me, that all took home memories of a happy, helpful meeting. I know you are 
particularly interested in the gathering of the Woman’s Auxiliary. My programme 
was carried out. After singing Hymn 252 and prayers by Bishop Johnston, I made 
a few introductory remarks as to why we were gathered, ete. And, as we were to 
pray for the whole mission field of the Church, knowing that there were very many 
present who had little idea of what was included in the Church’s missionary juris- 
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dictions, I had had the list printed and attached to the collect leaflets you sent me, 
and distributed among them. Then, as we knelt together, the Bishop named aloud 
each missionary district and its Bishop, and we offered a minute’s silent prayer for 
each, and then united aloud in the prayers of the Auxiliary. I enclose one of the 
leaflets, for I think you will be pleased with the idea (which originated in the Spo- 
kane Branch, and was carried out by them in their first Quiet Day) in this form. 
Each member has the list to take home with her. 

Then followed two missionary papers, one from Mrs. Cowan, on Africa, the 
other from Miss Burleson, on the Oneida Indians, after which the 255th Hymn was 
sung. 

- Next came the roll call of parish branches, not very well represented, but still 
keeping up the idea of this yearly gathering. We missed Mrs. Massey more than 
I can tell you, in our Junior reports, and the dear little Babies’ Branch was not 
heard from at all. Miss Johnston gave us a good report. Then, after I had read 
them a short paper of my own, Bishop Kinsolving, who just happened to come up 
from Galveston, gave us such a good address. 

I know Bishop Johnston felt very proud of his women’s meeting, and he was 
good enough to say we had made a great advance over that of last year; and we 
thought that was good. 

Before closing, we appointed the following morning as the time of our annual 
election, inviting all delegates and visiting clergymen’s wives and members of the 
Auxiliary to a social gathering at St. Mark’s Rectory immediately after. And it 
was all very pleasant. The same officers were unanimously elected. We also ap- 
pointed our delegate to carry our share of the United Offering to the Triennial Ser- 
vice. I distributed papers, and gave information to all wishing it, and the clergy- 
men who came in later to share our little luncheon were all desirous of knowing 
better how to go to work in their own parishes. There is surely greater interest 
than last year. 

The Secretary of the Mississippi Branch also writes: 

I am sure you will rejoice with me when I tell you our Annual Meeting of the 
Woman’s Auxiliary was by far the most encouraging we ever had. More intelli- 
gent interest was manifested in the work and a greater determination to carry it on. 
We elected two delegates to the Triennial Meeting, and all agreed to work for the 
United Offering. I am sure if we could do even as well as we have done this year, 
in the face of the flood, yellow fever, and, I might say, no price of cotton, we will 
do much better another year if we have a better prospect. What the coming year 
will bring, however, it is not possible to foretell. If the war continues we have but 
a gloomy future. I read your letter and the leaflet, and will keep people reminded 
of the United Offering as far as is in my power. 


THE RELATION OF THE WOMAN’S AUXILIARY TO THE CHURCH. 


WE have received a tract bearing this title, written by a member of the 
Canadian Woman’s Auxiliary and printed and sent forth from the Diocese of 
Huron, from which we are pleased to give the following extracts. Many other 
helpful suggestions are contained in the same paper, which can be obtained in 
its complete form through Mrs. A. K. Griffin, The Parsonage, Dresden, Ontario. 
It is both a pleasure and benefit to us to receive such words as these from the 
Woman’s Auxiliary of the Church in Canada, which show that their aims and 
efforts are so akin to our own: 

The spiritual nature of our work should never be ignored in the conduct of our 
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meetings. No meeting whatever should be without the reading of God’s Word and 
prayer. If we find that there is an unavoidable irregularity in the assembling of 
the members for the work meeting, the religious service may be deferred until the 
close, but it should never be omitted. One of the avowed objects of the society is 
to pray for missions, and if we want a blessing on our work, as a body we must seek 
it from the only source whence such blessing can come, and seek it in the right way. 
I feel constrained to emphasize this, because Iam aware there are parishes where 
this spiritual aspect of our work is not given the prominence its importance de- 
mands. The work on the bale is all right, but for women to meet together to pray 


—well, that is perhaps just a little too warm, a little too enthusiastic, it binds them . 


to too high a profession, and is of too serious a nature. The spiritual work is irk- 
some, and obliges them to be too much in earnest; then others are diffident and 
hesitate to pray in public. But, if there isone body of women who have no exeuse 
for conducting their meetings without prayer, it is the women of the Church of 
England, with their rich treasury of prayers, hallowed by the use of ages, and 
sacred with a thousand personal associations of hours of communion with God. 
What grander missionary prayer can we desire than the general thanksgiving, in 
which the members may all join with heart and voice? Its words, ‘‘not only with 
our lips, but in our lives,” are a very charter for our existence as an association. 
Then there are the Good Friday collects, the collect for the First Sunday in Lent, 
for the Twenty-fifth Sunday after Trinity, and that never-to-be-forgotten prayer, the 
first collect in the Commmnion Service, than which there could be no more com- 
prehensive petition for fitness for any work for God; then we have our Members’ 
Prayer, and other printed forms of suitable prayers, so that branches are left with- 
out a shadow of excuse forignoring the very first purpose of this Missionary Society, 
as you will see by the constitution, namely: to pray for missions. While business 
and work meetings are necessary for the management of the society, devotional 
meetings are absolutely essential to preserve the vitality. Todo without them is a 
fatal mistake. We ought to be, we can be, a great spiritual force in the parish; if 
we are not, we fallso far short of our duty and our privilege. Many a timea 
clergyman turns from the discouraging features of his parish work to the little band 
of the Woman’s Auxiliary with a grateful heart. It isa bright spot in a dark scene. 
And, if it is being conducted on right principles, it is a bright spot that may become 
asun to revive the whole parish. These devotional meetings may take different 
forms in different parishes. In some they are ‘‘ Bible and Prayer Unions.” I have 
found in my own experience in a small parish that what, for want of a better name, 
I call ‘‘ Literary and Devotional Meetings,” are the most workable. The order of 
such meetings is: Singing, reading, opening prayer, business, correspondence, 
reading of original papers or extracts on the missionary subjects for the month, 
followed by discussion or comment, then a voluntary offering and closing prayers, 
in which I use the intercessory petitions on the card and others to suit local needs, 
also thanksgivings; during Lent, one of the penitential psalms, repeated together 
on our knees, is added to the usual service of prayer. The conduct of these meet- 
ings can be made varied and interesting by a little effort and tact on the part of the 
president, and the hearty co-operation of themembers. After the close of the meet- 
ing, except during Lent, light refreshments are served, and the members stay for 
half an hour for social intercourse. Of course, this latter arrangement is optional. 
But I have found it very useful in promoting sociability; a quality in which, as 
you doubtless are aware, we, of the Church of England, are accused of being de- 
ficient. These meetings are held at the homes of the different members, and thus 
afford splendid opportunities to reach those outside the society, for the hostess is 
always at liberty to invite as many of her friends and neighbors as she chooses ; by 
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_ this means we succeed in the course of the year in making our work known toa 
great many who are not members, and many of these are so attracted and interested 
that they are induced to become members, or give help in some other way according 
to their ability. In a small parish, all the businesscan easily be attended to at such 
meetings, but to conduct them profitably they must be divorced from the work meet- 
ings. This can best be accomplished in cities, towns and villages, by setting apart at 
least one meeting a month for this object. But, in the case of rural branches, where it 
‘is not possible to have the meetings oftener than once a month, probably the next best 
arrangement is to devote the opening hour to this purpose, otherwise the devotions 
and instruction will be limited or crowded out altogether. One industrious woman 
will beg the president to wait until she has finished her seam; another will desire just 
a few moments more until her buttonholes are done, and a third will request to be 
allowed to continue her sewing during the reading; thus, what is most important 
will be given a hurried and divided attention, not the full concentration requisite 
for profit and reverence. But some one says, ‘‘ Why not read this missionary intel- 
ligence while the others sew?” Certainly, it is good to have some one read while 
the work is being done, but who does not know the difficulties under which both 
reader and hearers labor under these circumstances, with the many unavoidable 
interruptions ? Some one wants a spool, so there is a general flutter in the circle; 
one woman does not know what to do, so she whispers to her neighbor for informa- 
tion; then a thimble is unruly and rolls away out of sight, necessitating a general 
search; while another is waiting impatiently to run asewing machine. Any one 
who has any experience will be prepared to admit that only easily followed narra- 
tives, such as so many of our missionary pamphlets afford, are suitable reading dur- 
ing the progress of the sewing. If we haveno other opportunities for reading and 
listening than while we work with our hands, there are vast fields of information 
and instruction necessarily left unexplored; and there is no graver danger menac- 
ing our Woman’s Auxiliary to-day than the tendency to degenerate into sewing 
circles. The organizers of this society never intended it to be so. Read over the 
objects in the constitution, and see for yourselves. If the story of the decline of 
some of our branches were written, there is good reason to believe that the down- 
ward descent would be acknowledged to date from the time that they, instead of 
being broad missionary societies, striving to fulfil all the objects for which the so- 
ciety was organized, began to resolve themselves into mere Dorcas clubs. We will 
do well to bear these thoughts in mind in the conduct of our Junior branches. It 
is a goodly sight to see the children’s fingers busy with work that will bring comfort 
and blessing to others, but the most important function a Junior branch can per- 
form is that of laying the foundation of a solid, systematic missionary education. 
Then, let us be content to make our Junior branches, for the larger part of the 
year at any rate, classes for missionary instruction; missionary instruction made 
as entertaining and instructive as possible, by a judicious intermingling of pleasant, 
suggestive narrative with, however, a good stalwart framework of facts and real 
incidents. Youth is the seedtime. Let us be patient and wise, and sow unwearyingly 
in the minds of the children of to-day, that the Church of the future may garner 
rich harvests of generous support and intelligent missionary enterprise. 

Again, where ‘‘ the love of Christ constraineth us,” we will find a field for work 
about us in our own home; the sister will influence the sister and the brother, the 
wife the husband; and the mother will surround her children with the missionary 
atmosphere ; yea, more, she will consecrate them to her Master’s service, and train- 
ing and {praying, will await their devotion to the missionary’s vocation as the 

- crowning glory of her motherhood. If such is not our case, there is yet much lack- 
ing in our love and zeal, 
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THROUGH an oversight, we omitted to state in the June number that the 
article found there, entitled ‘‘ What Shall Young Women Do for Foreign Mis- 
sions ?” was prepared by Miss OC. H. Sanford, Deaconess, and House Mother of 
the Church Training and Deaconess House, Philadelphia, and given by her as 
an address on the 30th of March in Trinity Parish House, New Haven, where 
it formed one of a series of six missionary talks given during Lent. 


CHINA. 


SICKNESS AND SORROW AT ST. MARY’S 
ORPHANAGE. 


Miss Mosher writes, March 29th, 1898 : 
‘‘This month has been a most fatal one 
for us, and now that the anxious days 
and nights of watching over the little 
sufferers of my flock are beginning to be 
less full of care, I feel that it is most 
necessary for me to catch up with my 
correspondence again ; having paid ab- 
solutely no attention to it for the last 
month. A sudden change in the weather 
gave us all colds, and not one of my 
children escaped. The older ones over- 
came it in a few days (although many of 
them still cough), but the dear little 
babies had not the strength to overcome 
it, and out of the seven who were ill only 
three are now living, and they are still 
very ill. It is so hard when these little 
ones are brought to us in such a starving 
condition, to have any disease attack 
them before they have been here long 
enough to gain sufficient strength to bear 
it. Every one of the seven babies but 
one, whom I have admitted, was thin and 
sickly, just because not properly nour- 
ished, butall were improving sounder the 
cod-liver oil and Nestle’s Food that, just 
before their illness, I jokingly remarked 
that they would make a good advertise- 
ment for the latter! Dr. Gates has 
stood by me faithfully through these hard 
weeks; many nights sitting up all 
night, but it has been very hard for her, 
for in the early morning she had to ride 
six miles to attend to her patients in her 


own hospital in Shanghai, coming out 
again in the evening to sit up with me 
at night. Miss Dodson’s girls are all 
older, and hence a doctor's care is not so 
often wanted in St. Mary’s, but it is with 
these wee little babies and growing chil- 
dren that the sudden changes come which 
ought to be remedied often at once. One. 
night, when one of my babies was almost 
beyond hope, the doctor received a mis- 
understood message over the telephone, 
and thinking that it meant the baby had 
already died she did not come out ; so in 
the evening I had to ride ’way into Shang- 
hai (because the drug store from which 
we telephone closes at 8 P.M.) to ask her 
what I should do for the baby, and so it 
will be again some time, I suppose. We 
are, indeed, laboring under many disad- 
vantages here, but I believe the day is 
coming when God will open the hearts 
of more good men and women to see the 
great need for help that there is in this 
great empire, and to offer themselves for 
the work. 

‘‘The builders are creeping along slowly 


with the work, but the roof is on the new- 


part, and the room in which the Bishop: 
consented to let me live, so that I may 
always be near the children, begins to 
look as if I shall be able to move in ere 
long. At present I am using a small 
room as a study, and spend my days 
here. To-day we are all much interested 
in war and rumors of war. Things are 
beginning to look extremely critical, but 
we hope, whatever may come, our little 
flock may not be attacked.” 


WEST AFRICA. 


WAR NEWS FROM CAPE MOUNT.—SCHOOL 
BUILDING.—EASTER SERVICES.—LAY- 
ING OF THE CORNER-STONE. 

Miss HiccGins writes, May 3d, 1898: 
‘‘ For five months, since December Ist, I 
have been in bed only two days with 


fever. That is encouraging, is it not? I 
have not been quite well for a month, 
and am having a slight touch of fever, 
but I am sure every one is surprised that 
I am up at all. This is the change of 
seasons, too. The rains are just begin. 
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_ ning, and no one feels very well. I trust 


T shall have a better season than last, and 
I believe I shall, though I would enjoy 
just a day or two of change to begin with. 
That is not possible in Africa, so I shall not 
think of it, that’s all. Just think! Ihave 
really been here fourteen months to day. 
I feel sure that this will be a happier and 
more useful year than last. The Bishop 
has Mr. Watson to look after the build- 
ings and outside (foreign) business, and 
Miss Woodruff and I do the work here. 
She does not take to business as readily 
as I, and so I get the larger share of 
that, while she does other things. The 
Bishop, too, saw fit to put me in charge 
of the boys’ department. I love the boys, 
but I don’t crave such. distinction. I 
thought I was busy before, but now, with 
much additional work to do, I am still 
busier. I do not mind if I can only be 
well and equal to it, and am really happy 
in it all, though so different from the life 
I expected in Africa. Miss Nicol left us 
for home on Saturday. Miss Radcliffe 
takes her place in the girls’ school, and 
Miss Good takes Miss Radcliffe’s place 
with the boys. The latter came while 
Dr. Walrath was in Monrovia in March, 
and was asurprise to us all, as we did not 
know she was coming. 

‘We have just been out straining our 
eyes to see the burning of Manoh-Salijah! 
War is raging all around that section, 
and many of the villages which our chil- 
dren came from have been destroyed. 
We are saddened and anxious, not know- 
ing how far-reaching it will be. So far 
it has not come on the Liberian side, but 
refugees are flocking on this side, and 
again there will be great suffering from 
hunger, if nothing worse. The war is all 
through Gallinas’, Momo’s father’s, do- 
main, and he felt he must go home yes- 
terday. We tried to persuade him at 
first, but he felt so strongly his duty, as 
the only educated one among his people, 
that we could not say more. His cousin, 
the most wealthy and influential trader 


. of the whole territory, has been driven 


out of his town, and theplace burned. It 
all comes from a tax levied by the Eng- 
lish Government, which they consider 
unjust, and do not understand. This 
cousin of Momo paid some £800 in taxes 
to the government for these people, agree- 
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ing to take their palm kernels, etc., and 
the interior people, it seems, now think 
that he is being benefited by the tax, and 
hence the war, or, at least, a large part of 
it. We just have news that two English 
men-of-war are in Manoh, but too late to 
save it, we fear. What the fate of our 
mails will be we do not know, but we 
shall probably not receive or send through 
Manoh at present, but by steamers. They 
had only fairly begun to build the towns 
after the last war, and now will be all 
unsettled again. We look for Momo 
back on Friday. 

‘*We are just through with our spring 
house-cleaning, and have been rather en- 
joying improvising furniture, and scatter- 
ing the pieces we have where they will 
do best service. We watch the growth 
of the church with so much interest, and 
Pa Johnson and his men are getting on 
so nicely. It is up on all sides now to 
the tops of the windows. The masons 
will go home to Freetown for the season, 
but expect to get it finished on all but 
the chancel end before they go. The 
news of the new boys’ school made me so 
happy. I told one boy, and in half an 
hour every boy on the station was talking 
about it. They are showing their appre- 
ciation of it by their hard work. The old 
dormitory is down, and they are sleeping 
in the rude dining-room and old cook 
kitchen and Momo’s house, minding 
nothing because of the luxury of a dry, 
comfortable house in prospect. A tem- 
porary building is being put up for them 
to sleep in, and the rocks are being blasted 
and carried for the new building. Even 
the little fellows, not more than five years 
old, are smilingly carrying stones, one by 
one, on their heads to the site of the old 
dormitory, where the new one will be 
built. I am especially glad it is to be of 
stone, for it seems to me the only kind for 
this climate. 

‘*You have not heard about our Haster, 
have you? The Bishop was here, and 
withal it was a good day. Our poor di- 
lapidated chapel was decorated with 
palms, vines, and flowers, the little rude 
altar and reading-desk were re-covered 
with red cloth,and one of the mission boys 
made us a nice wall text. The first ser- 
vice was at 6 A.M., and consisted of Morn- 
ing Prayer and Baptism. One of our 
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married couples brought a little Maria 
Brierley to be baptized, and there were 
besides three little girls and two boys. 
The Bishop gave us such a helpful story 
of the first early Easter morning. These 
little talks of his we thoroughly enjoy, 
although I suppose he intends them es- 
pecially for the children, and the ser- 
mons for us. The 10:30 service was at- 
tended by many people from the village 
below, and some natives from the towns 
round about. Miss Radcliffe and three 
of our older girls were confirmed, and 
the Holy Communion was celebrated. 
In the afternoon, instead of our Sunday- 
school service, all the children and 
teachers marched to Grassfield, a native 
village, and the Bishop had a short ser- 
vice, after which ten persons were bap- 
tized, eight women and two boys. They 
were all dressed in their usual country 
cloths. The service was out of doors, 
under a group of large mango palm trees, 
where the regular Sunday afternoon ser- 
vice and classes are held. There were 
many natives present, and they seemed 
much interested. The Bishop talked to 
them, first through Momo, as interpreter, 
and then Momo talked to them and in- 
terpreted the Prayer Book form as the 
Bishop used it in baptizing each one. 
The older boys and girls and teachers 
stood as sponsors for them. I have quite 
a little family of God-children already. 
We returned from Grassfield just in time 
for our own Evening Prayer, after 
which, as you may imagine, we felt the 
need of rest. 

The corner-stone laying of the church 
was another interesting service. The 
Bishop conducted it on April 1st. The 
boys erected a shade from boards and 
palm and banana leaves, and printed in 
red and black ink a form of service for 
all. We all marched round the building 


twice, chanting appropriate psalms, and 
visitors and children joined heartily in 
the service, all seeming to rejoice at the 
erection of such a permanent and beau- 
tiful temple of worship. 

Tuesday, May 4th. A refugee from 
Manoh has just come back with our mail 
man, He stopped the carrier, for there 
is now no post-office, no postmaster at 
Manoh. The whole place was burned at 
five yesterday afternoon, and the post- 
master and Europeans are on board the 
man-of-war. The whole territory is be- 
ing burned, where loyalty to the English 
is found. Weare told they tried to take 
the mails sent from Manoh to Freetown 
last week, but were prevented. We can 
now only send and receive mails by 
steamers, for we do not know how long. 
The prospect is not very happy, but we 
cannot think of ourselves while there is 
so much suffering near us. From my 
window I can see the man-of-war and the 


smoke of the burning towns. Never was 
so near war before! We do not think it 
will reach the Liberian side. The man- 


of-war is said to be coming here to- 
day with the refugees. They had just 
begun to plant their farms, and now will 
be a whole year without food products. 
The people on this side are so poor that 
they need much help themselves, but 
will have to share with their neighbors, 
whether willing or not; they will not al- 
ways stop to ask. 

We are just informed that a bag of 
mails being sent to Manoh from Freetown 
was seized and destroyed by the natives 
last week. Of course we regret this ex- 
ceedingly, not knowing what letters for 
us may be lost, possibly important ones, 
and may be our appropriation. Might it 
not be well to mention it in Tur Spirit 
OF Missions, so that those who do not 
hear from us may know the reason?
